At times, riding southward, he tried to 
believe he had sufferec from delusions. But 
no, his own eyes had watched Janice em- 
brace the stranger, he had heard her speak 
of riding off with him. Mentally, he ranted 
at fickle, false womanhood, personified in 
Janice; then the vision of her lips, her eyes, 
the line from chin to throat, would come 
before him, and, weakly, he found himself 
quoting Webster’s lines:

Life on Other Planets 


Part lI 


i WE could only go to Mars! Or ona 
trip to Venus. Or visit the giant Jupiter. 
Or even have a week-end outing on the 
moon. What stories might we bring home! 
But unless space-ships are perfected and 
interplanetary travel accomplished, the best 
we can do is stay home and look out upon 
other worlds with the telescope. 

To wonder if there is life on neighbor 
worlds is natural. So we ask astronomers, 
question scientific investigators if progress 
is being made, Yes, every decade brings 
out new facts, puts us a little farther ahead. 
We have rather certain evidence of life on 
some of the planets, but whether enough to 
satisfy a particular inquirer is another mat- 
ter. Some of the evidence is direct and 
telescopic; the rest is by other instruments 
and by inference. A real scientist does not 
speculate. He observes and draws conclu- 
sions only so far as they are based on sound 
evidence. 

Bizarre and improbable ideas were ad- 
vanced in the old days. Carried away by a 
preconceived notion that all worlds are in- 
habited, Lambert back in 1765 gave a whole 
chapter to life on the comets, in his Lettres 
Cosmologiques. Telling of the great comet 
of 1680, he agrees that when at its peri- 
helion—nearest the sun—it is only 735 as 
far from the sun as the earth is, and conse- 
quently receives 26,000 times as much heat 
as we do. But he believes the inhabitants 
of the comet were differently constituted 
from us. Why must we all be made alike, 
says Lambert, may not the forms of life on 
a fiery world have bodies impenetrable to 
flame?

About this time Andrew Olivier in his 
Essay upon Comets believed that comets’ 
tails were the abode of life. Such great dif- 
ferences of temperature as a comet under- 
goes in wandering from the outer regions to 
points near the sun, are equalized by 
changes in the comet’s atmosphere. At 
aphelion, farthest away, the tail is con- 
densed near the head of the comet—“‘the air 
is calm”—whereas at perihelion the atmos- 
phere is rarer and fresh air mitigates the 
extreme heat. (Fresh air on a comet???) 


Conditions for Life-Development 


Let us examine the conditions under 
which life develops here on earth; then 
compare other planets with ours, to see if 
on each of those remote worlds the environ- 
ment is suited to living things. The course 
of evolution on another planet may well be 
different from that on earth. So many fac- 
tors enter, so many sequences of events— 
differences in atmosphere, temperature, pro- 
portion of land and sea. Our life-forms 
have developed from our particular set of 
environmental conditions. Here on earth 
living things are found in every conceivable 
environment. One has no idea of some of 
the out-of-the-way habitats. Take the deep- 
sea fishes. Voracious and hideous forms, 
living perpetually in a world of their own, 
forever. night there, lighted only by their 
own spots of phosphorescence, in a vast 
silent medium under the inconceivable pres- 
sure of miles of ocean above, they are still 
so well adapted to their setting that they 
explode when coming to the surface. 
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No one knows how life began on earth. 
Early history is veiled by the “shadows of 
antiquity.” For untold eras the only life 
was in. the oceans. There were no forests, 
no prairies, no land animals of any kind on 
earth. Fossils are marvelous things: they 
record the earth’s pre-human history. 
Among the earliest fossils are worm-trails 
and shells of one-celled animals, also parts 
of sponges. These rare traces of life belong 
to the remote pre-Cambrian geologic times, 
about 1,000,000,000 years ago. Later, life 
began to be prolific, leaving an enormous 
record in the rocks, beginning with the fos- 
sils of the Cambrian period, about 500,000,- 
000 years ago. 

No matter what kinds of life may be 
found on other worlds, the chemical com- 
pounds making up the structure of cells 
must be the same as on earth. The same 
atoms are found in stars, nebulae, comets, 
and galaxies as we have here. For living 
bodies, carbon seems to be the most essen- 
tial of the building-blocks, because it can 
form the many complex compounds needed 
in living tissue. Carbon atoms unite with 
other atoms and form large molecules. 
Among the physical conditions necessary 
for life-forms such as we know them are 
these: 

1, Oxygen is probably the most impor- 
tant gas known. For living animals to get 
their energy to keep going, there must be 
oxidation of carbon, a uniting of oxygen 
with the element carbon. So oxygen is essen- 
tial; land animals get it from the air, and 
water animals use the oxygen dissolved in 
water. In an aquarium, to keep the fish 
healthy we send bubbles of air into the 
water. 

2. Carbon dioxid is essential to vegeta- 
tion; green plants use it to build up their 
carbohydrates and animals feed upon plants 
and other animals. This gas, CO,, is exceed- 
ingly important. Too much or too little 
will not do. Temperature is controlled by 
it to an extent little realized. Vital as it is, 
only a small amount, 34 parts in 10,000, 
is found in our atmosphere. 

3. Temperature must not be too high or 
too low. Having regard to temperatures 
existing in the physical universe as a whole, 
we would think life has a very restricted 


range of temperature. The lowest ever re-| 
corded on earth is -94° F, at Verkhoyansk, ’ 
Siberia. When the centigrade thermometer” 
drops to 0° (32° F) bodies simply freeze. 

At the other extreme is 136° F, at Tripoli.” 
When the temperature is too high, the car-) 
bon compounds forming the living cells are

4. Water is a unique substance. Its ~ 
chemical properties are such that no other © 
liquid can compare with it. For marine 
animals living in it as a medium, its ab- 
sence is fatal. Land animals and plants too 
find it essential. 

5. Light is another necessary element for 
living things, in general, even if some forms 
do live in dark places at least for a time. 

6. Atmosphere. Actually, this is a mix- 
ture of gases, with the different components 
each serving its own purpose. We seldom 
realize the chief one is nitrogen: it com- 
poses 78 per cent by volume, with oxygen 
next at 21 per cent. All the rest, argon, 
carbon dioxid, and others, are in very 
minute quantities. Then there is water 
vapor, in ever-changing amounts. 

The atmosphere does so much more than 
just support the oxygen. It holds and dis- 
tributes heat, the rain, the dust; mitigates 
the noon heat of the sun, keeps heat from 
radiating away too fast. Here is where the 
water vapor enters. Light beams pour out 
from the sun in prodigious quantities, of 
which the earth intercepts a tiny part. 
Traversing the transparent atmosphere they

conditions. The earth is in silhouette blotting out the 
sun’s disc, leaving a bright ring of light around our 
planet, due to its extensive atmosphere. The faint outer 
arrive at the earth and are largely trans- 
formed into heat radiation. Instead of all 
being radiated away, they are mostly 
trapped by the water vapor in the air. In 
other words, air is transparent to light 
waves, but opaque to the infra-red heat 
waves. This is the “greenhouse effect.” The 
atmosphere too is a protection against lethal 
rays perpetually coming in from outer 
space. A layer of ozone in the air, high up, 
keeps out the excess ultra-violet rays that 
would be harmful. Movie actors get “Klieg 
eyes” from unprotected ultra-violet light of 
the arc lamps. Then there are other emana- 
tions like auroras, and cosmic rays, about 
which we are beginning to know. And the 
meteors! If it were not for a blanket of 
atmosphere the earth would be a stone- 
pelted plant. Naturally the gases of one’s 
atmosphere must be innocuous; deadly 
gases such as ammonia, chlorin, carbon 
monoxid, for example, would be worse than 
useless.

The Moon 


Does the moon show evidence of life? 
Direct telescopic examination reveals a bar- 
ren, desolate surface, with complicated to- 
pography. The largest telescopes can show 
an object as small as 500 feet across, or say 
something about as large as a building. You 
could not see an elephant. Still, a herd of 
them moving over the lunar surface ought 
to be discernible. No changes are ever ap- 
parent, no signs of life visible. The nearest 
thing to it is that W. H. Pickering, who was 
one of the best-known astronomers—he dis- 
covered Phoebe, Saturn’s ninth satellite— 
claimed the moon was not quite dead but 
exhibited changes due to vegetation spring- 
ing up under the 14 days of the lunar “day,” 
only to perish as the cold of the long lunar 
night overtook it. 

From the physical conditions of the 
moon, we would conclude there was no pos- 
sibility of life there. Take first the atmos- 
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phere. None can be detected. Why no 
atmosphere? What is known as the velocity 
of escape on the satellite is 1.5 miles per 
second. Develop such a speed in a moving 
object headed from the moon off into space 
and it would leave the surface forever. Con- 
sider any gas: its molecules are in constant 
motion and fly here and there with uncon- 
gcionable speeds, colliding, rebounding from 
one another, and existing in a state of the 
greatest turmoil. The average velocities of 
the lighter gases like hydrogen are close 
enough to the velocity of escape, that often 
the molecules of the upper atmosphere ex- 
ceed this and are lost to the earth. So it is 
with the moon at present. Only the heavier 
gases such as carbon dioxid could be re- 
tained; even oxygen and water vapor would 
go, the gravity of the moon being insuf- 
ficient to hold them, if there ever were any 
such gases. And if the moon was ever hot 
(in the early stages) the molecular motion 
of all the gases would have been so high that 
these gases would all have escaped. So we 
would not look for an atmosphere now. But 
we are curious, use telescopes, and dind 
none. Stars occulted go out from behind 
the moon too suddenly for any atmosphere 
to be present. 

Atmosphere is one of the critical features 
of a planet. If a planet is too small it can- 
not keep an atmosphere, so what happens to 
life? Curiously enough, if a planet is too 
large, it holds too much atmosphere. But 
you say, can one enjoy too much good air 
with life-giving oxygen? That is our earthly 
point of view: we mean originally—eons 
ago at the birth of a planet—there were also 
other gases. Other gases are in the sun, and 
the earth is made of sun-material. We shall 
see what happens to the lost gases, when we 
come to the giant planets. We need not be 
concerned about our own atmosphere; it is 
not subject now to any considerable loss 
from even the lightest gas, hydrogen. 

If there were any water on the moon, we 
would see the sun reflected in it. The phe- 
nomenon is never observed. We could see 
clouds easily. None are visible. On no 
planet or other moon are there such 
extremes of temperature locally. Very deli- 
cate instruments are used with large tele- 


scopes to measure directly the heat 
radiation of the lunar surface. The highest 
temperature for a place underneath the sun 
is recorded as 120° C (248° F). Ordinarily 
the change occurs gradually, inasmuch as 
the sun moves in the lunar sky slowly, with 
the daylight period equal to two of our 
weeks. However, during an eclipse of the 
moon, Pettit and Nicholson measured the 
temperature-change and found 160° F in 
the sunlight before eclipse, and during 
eclipse, -110° F, a difference of 270° in an 
hour’s time! Nowhere on earth do we find 
such a sudden and extreme change in the 
thermometer. It is believed that no ma- 
terial such as granite or the metals, which 
conduct heat well, could lose heat so rap- 
idly: it would take a substance like ash to 
do it. 

Some of the other satellites of the solar 
system’ are about as large as our moon or 
larger. Jupiter’s moons, Io and Europa, are 
nearly as large. Two others, Ganymede 
and Callisto, and also Saturn’s moon, Titan, 
are considerably larger and even exceed 
Mercury in size. The question is whether 
their physical environment is conducive to 
life. True, they could retain some of the 
heavier gases of an atmosphere at present, 
but it is likely they lost all atmosphere in 
the early formative stages of the solar sys- 
tem. Besides that, these moons belong to 
the outer planets, and the temperatures now 
would be about the same as that of their 
primaries, on the cold side. 


Mercury 


Mercury is an extraordinary planet. It 
is the hottest of all, with regard to the face 
always turned to the sun. This degree of 
heat has been measured, and the maximum 
at perihelion is about 774° F. At such ter- 
rific heat, tin and lead melt. No known 
organism could withstand nearly as much. 
The sun stays practically in the same posi- 
tion in Mercury’s sky for any given locality. 
You have either perpetual day or continu- 
ous night. On the side away from the sun 
it is believed no heat can warm the surface, 
which must be therefore near the absolute 
zero. 
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Except as there may be convection cur- 
rents in Mercury’s “air,” that would allow 
some heat to escape from the sunward side, 
the dark half, remarkable as it may seem, 
is probably colder than the outermost 
planets like Neptune, for while Mercury is 
so near the sun, the dark side is always in 
shadow and gets none of the solar beams. 

At the time of formation of the planet, 
Mercury would soon have lost its lighter 
gases and could hold on to carbon dioxid 
and oxygen, at the most, and the chances 
of retaining even these during the succeed- 
ing millions of years are not good. When.a 
planet no longer has an atmosphere it may 
develop one, to an extent, by various gases 
emanating from the interior. The earth is 
doing this; volcanoes frequently pour forth 
carbon dioxid, sulfur gases, and others. So 
Mercury may have some CO, in its atmos- 
phere. 

Mercury is notoriously hard to observe. 
The evidence of atmosphere from telescopic 
observation is practically nil. The consensus 
of opinion among astronomers is that it is 
devoid of any atmosphere; yet Antoniadi, 
one of our best observers, using the great 
Meudon telescope in France, claims a scant 
atmosphere. Something that would appear 
to be clouds sometimes hides the surface 
beneath. As the temperature is too high for 
the earth’s types of cloud to form, it is be- 
lieved they must be clouds of dust. What- 
ever they are, they point to some kind of 
atmosphere as a medium. 

We cannot find an astronomer who holds 
out for life on Mercury. With the extremes 
of heat, lack of air, water and oxygen, it 
must be an inhospitable world. There is 
one section, the libration zone, between the 
light and the dark side, where the heat may 
be more “normal;” but here also conditions 
would be unfavorable. Part of the time one 
would be in the day regions, and the rest of 
the time in the night part, which would in- 
volve migrating back and forth to keep pace 
with the sun. The total environment would 
not be satisfactory. 


Venus 


Venus has always been a puzzle, even if it 
does come closest to the earth in its orbit. 





A sister to the earth im size, still it has a 
very different surface. Looking at the earth 
from outside, we would notice it was largely 
ocean-covered. Whereas Venus, gleaming 
silver-white, appears densely covered with 
clouds. Were the surface we see a dust- 
covered material or else gaseous, it would 
not have the whitish hue, but would be more 
reddish, from absorbing blue light as in our 
sunsets. Scarcely ever if at all do we get a 
view of the real surface of Venus below the 
clouds. Due to overpowering brilliance, 
telescopists often observe it in the daytime, 
to reduce the contrast. In spite of the diffi- 
culties, scientists are forever at work trying 
to penetrate the mystery, and progress has 
been made in the last few years. The planet 
is so nearly like the earth in several ways 
that we would have the greatest expecta- 
tions of life for Venus of any of the other 
worlds. 

That the cloud-surface is enormously 
thick can be proved quite directly. In the 
narrow-crescent phase, the horns of the 
crescent extend more than half-way around 
the disc, for there is a big twilight effect 
that reflects the sunlight to us.~ In extreme 
cases—once in many years—when the 
planet is‘within 1° of the sun (at inferior 
conjunction) a complete ring of light is seen 
around Venus. This ring-phase has been 
seen rarely, and is not due again until the 
latter part of this century. Calculations 
based upon the twilight effect of the ring- 
phase give a thickness of atmosphere up to 
5 miles. This is the part which is observ- 
able only. The upper tenuous portion 
would be invisible; so the total atmosphere 
is probably many ‘times greater. 

The length of day on Venus is a riddle. 
The impenetrable mantle of clouds keeps us 
from measuring it. Of definite surface 
markings we find none that surely belong 
to the surface below, no matter how large a 
telescope is used. Indirect methods are 
therefore applied to find the rotation time. 
The shape of the planet is so round, not 
flattened like Saturn, that we conclude the 
rotation on axis is not very fast. Probably 
the “day” there is much longer than the 
earth’s, or else Venus would bulge more at 
the equator. We turn the spectroscope onto 
the planet to detect motion of turning. Here 
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evidence is also for-a rather long rotation. 
Observation of spots, Antoniadi claims, 
points to long rotation. For years it has 
been thought that the rotation was the same 
as the sidereal period, making Venus always 
turn one face to the sun. The temperature 
has been measured, on the upper cloud-sur- 
face, with the surprising result that on the 
sunlit side the highest temperature is about 
55° C (131° F), and on the dark side 
—23° C (-9° F). The significance of a high 
degree of heat for the shadow side is that it 
could only be so from the planet rotating 
and carrying the warmth around with it 
from the daytime side, as happens on the 
earth. The present opinion among authori- 
ties is that the day on Venus is equal to 
about one of our months,, or somewhat 
shorter if anything. 

The temperatures mentioned are similar 
to our own. Only, applying to the upper 
cloud surface, they do not signify what a 
thermometer at the true surface of the 
ground would register. We believe that on 
account of the extreme blanketing effect of 
the clouds, the ground temperature is likely 
far higher than what we measure. This 
greenhouse effect might even raise the tem- 
perature to the boiling point of water. But 
another complication enters, because the 
clouds may be so thick as to keep out most 
of the sunlight. At any rate, the type of 
gases is such as to hold the heat. 

The atmosphere itself is one of the main 
points of interest. A powerful spectrograph 
is turned onto the planet to find out if 
oxygen is there. Disappointing enough, 
the spectra show no oxygen or water vapor. 
St. John and Nicholson state that Venus 
must have less than joo of the amount of 
oxygen in the earth’s atmosphere. Of course 
the clouds presumably give evidence that 
there must be water vapor; its seeming 
absence is mystifying: one would reason 
that evaporation would provide plenty of 
it. It may be that the absence of the give- 
away spectral lines of such a gas above 
the cloud layer is because water vapor has 
condensed ‘out of the upper atmosphere, 
leaving it dry. 

Another point is the test for carbon 
dioxid. There appears to be an enormous 
quantity of it in Venus’ atmosphere. To 


check this, Adams and Dunham built a 
60-foot glass tube and filled it with CO, 
compressed to 10 times the pressure of our 
atmosphere. A beam of light was sent down 
the tube and back and examined with the 
spectrograph. The resulting spectrum co- 
incided with that of Venus, indicating large 
quantities of carbon dioxid on that planet. 
It is likely the chief component of Venus’ 
air, and more may exist below the clouds, 
together with oxygen. 

What is below the clouds of Venus can 
only be inferred. Probably there are seas 
and swamps as well as a hot, humid climate. 
The thick overlying clouds imply an abun- 
dance of moisture. Plants, after taking CO, 
from the air, return the O, (oxygen) to the 
air, and animals use the oxygen for breath- 
ing. So if oxygen could be found near the 
surface, it would indicate the probability of 
life. 

For a long time Venus has been one 
of the planets where life was thought pos- 
sible. On thé whole, recent findings tend 
to discourage the idea. Several authorities 
believe that with the heavy CO, content of 
the atmosphere, the excessive heat at the 
surface—this may not be so—and the pos- 
sible lack of oxygen, it is unlikely that life 
would develop. No fire would burn, they 
say; no animal could live. Under such con- 
ditions, how could we colonize Venus if and 
when we travel in space-ships? It is one 
thing to explore a region with helmet and 
temperature-controlled suit, and another 
matter to live in such an environment 
permanently. 

According to Jones, Astronomer Royal of 
Great Britain, Venus is probably a planet 
in an early stage of evolution, like the earth 
hundreds of millions of years ago, with life- 
forms not yet in existence. He holds out 
for more expectations of life there in the 
distant future than now. Life on Venus 
would begin, if it has not already, with 
primitive forms and proceed along evolu- 
tionary lines leading to higher organisms. 
But at that time the sun would have grown 
cooler, and the earth would have passed 
into further stages with life here perhaps 
extinct. But this is very remote; and it 
begins to be mere speculation.

“It seems a pity that there is no one 
in the United States who can calculate 
an Ephemeris for Washington—some 
would-be professors of the Great 
Science simply copy my Ephemeris 
and publish them as their own, and, 
of course, for Greenwich. 

“It is not a straightforward method, 
and I hope the numerous students in 
that great country will make a note of 
it, and refuse such piracy their sup- 

ort.” 

COMMENT. It may now be revealed 
that it was the above challenge that was 
responsible for the ultimate creation of the 
American Astrology Ephemeris, first pub- 
lished by us in 1940. When we read that 
challenge in 1920 we decided that some day 
American Astrological students would have 
their own ephemeris calculated for a west- 
ern meridian rather than for Greenwich— 
an ephemeris against which this charge of 
“piracy” could never be levelled. We were 
forced to wait twenty years for the oppor- 
tunity to realize that dream, but our pa- 
tience was finally rewarded and the seed 
sown by Raphael in 1920 has at last 
matured. However, when you consider the 
excellent American Astrology Ephemeris 
which we now publish with the collabora- 
tion of the McKay Publishing Company 


in Philadelphia, don’t forget to give due 
credit to Raphael, because after all “he 
asked for it.”—Sorry we had to keep him 
waiting so long. 

Incidentally we notice in the latest issue 
of Raphael’s Ephemeris (1943), he draws 
some comparisons with the following state- 
ments: “Jt (Raphael’s) is undoubtedly the 
very best that the astrological student can 
obtain.” Now we think Raphael’s is a 
very good ephemeris (among those calcu- 
lated for the Greenwich Meridian), but 
we would hesitate to say it is the “very 
best.” We might be pardoned for being 
somewhat partial to American Astrology 
Ephemeris, at least so far as American 
students are concerned. 

Raphael goes on to say, “There are other 
tables published, but we greatly doubt if 
their mathematical work is so carefully 
checked over as that which appears in this 
(Raphael’s) Ephemeris.” Of course we 
are not in a position to say whether this 
statement is true or not. We do not know 
how carefully Raphael checks his “mathe- 
matical work,” but we do know that Mr. 
Rice checks the “mathematical work” for 
American Astrology Ephemeris very care- 
fully, e.g., 1941 re the Jupiter-Saturn con- 
junction of February 15th of that year. 
The following letter from Mr. Will P. Ben- 
jamine and Mr. Rice’s reply thereto, pub- 
lished herewith, furnishes good example 
of the difficulties to be met with in this 
type of work and also of the scientific 
soundness and reliability of Mr. Rice’s 
computations: 
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October 1, 1940.

There seems to be a little confusion 
over the time of the conjunction of 
Jupiter and Saturn next February 15 
(1941). For the Washington chart, 
your American Ephemeris gives the 
time as 1:31 a.m. Lieut. Com. Wynne 
gets 1:11 a.m. (see enclosed chart). 
Raphael gets 1:02 a.m.

This aspect is given as occurring at 1:31 
a.m. in our aspectarian. I rechecked this 
and found the time was perfectly correct. 
The rechecking was effected in two ways. 
It was done de novo—that is, from the be- 
ginning; and then I computed the longi- 
tudes for each planet for 1:31 a.m. of the 
day in question, exactly as per the method 
outlined in our explanation in the ephemeris 
under “hourly motion;” the longitudes of 
each planet for that time turned out to be 
39° 7’ 18”+ or 9° Taurus 7' 18"+, which, 
it is evident, becomes a proof—that is, 
assuming our longitudes are correct, and we 
are particularly careful about the longi- 
tudes. 

You asked me to explain the situation 
from the mathematician’s angle, because of 
the frequent discrepancies of time in such 
cases ; that is, the various ephemerides dis- 
agree more or less, and the readers want to 
know who is correct and why there are 
differences. This is a very legitimate ques- 
tion. Of course in case other computers 
than ourselves are incorrect, we cannot offer 
definite reasons, except in a vague way. 

There are certain cases where any 
ephemeris giving the time within a certain 
range may be correct, By this I mean those 
cases which are indeterminate—one simply 
cannot tell exactly when the aspect is to 
take place. . However, such a condition is 
not stated in the ephemeris, and the reader 
is led to suppose that the aspect is to occur 
at a definite minute. Even we are guilty of 
this breach of mathematical statement our- 
selves, and I have often wondered if we 


should not rectify it. To state these cases 
rightly would involve perhaps considerable 
explanation, but we might attempt it in the 
future, inasmuch as there is so much dis- 
cussion over a discrepancy now and then of 
a few minutes in the various ephemerides. 
These cases refer to the condition of a very 
slowly-moving planet, like Saturn. If with- 
in a sufficiently narrow range, all of the 
ephemerides or rather aspectarians, may be 
correct. That is, of course, the aspect itself 
takes place only at one definite moment, but 
the time predicted in the one case is as cor- 
rect as that given say 10 minutes later. By 
this I mean that the data leads to one of 
these times as much as to the other. But 
what is wrong is that one aspectarian gives 
a definite minute, and the other a definite 
minute also, so that they are both incorrect 
in stating it in this manner. Both should 
have stated the time as a certain minute 
plus or minus a certain number of minutes 
or fraction of an hour. 

There are two main reasons why such 
cases are indeterminate to a certain extent. 


(1) The indeterminateness due to 
the fraction. Ina certain type of com- 
putation of aspect, we arrive at a cer- 
tain stage where we know that the 
aspect occurs at a time after 0" on a 
certain day—denoted by a fraction of 
a day. Suppose it be represented by 
8 of a day after 0". Usually the frac- 
tion is not so simple. We turn it into 
a decimal, and then multiply it by 24" 
to get the hour of the day. Let us try 
turning } into hours. Now if this were 
precisely % (as in theoretical examples 
in arithemetic) it would obviously lead 
to 0%.833333+, which would be 
07.8 4, and this would represent 20” 
after 0", or exactly 8:00 p.m. But to 
get the above fraction changed to the 
decimal 0.833333 (which would lead to 
the minute), we have to divide as fol- 
lows: 5.000000—+6. Here we have 
added 6 zeros in order to divide. But 
we do not know that they should be 
zeros; in fact, the chances are against 
it. The 5 was based on seconds of 
longitude, and we had not carried the

longitude out to so many places. We 
simply do not know it so accurately; 
no one in the world does. Therefore an 
answer derived from assumed places 
of decimals without any knowledge 
cannot be correct. The 5 was a 
“measured quantity,” and we had the 
measured data only to the second of 
longitude, not to the millionth of a 
second as 5.000000 represents. It is 
obvious that no mathematical result is 
correct when based on unknown data; 
we can know that it is correct only 
within a certain range. In most of the 
aspects, however, we have enough dect- 
mal places to warrant stating that the 
result is correct. For instance, our 
lunar aspects are commonly correct— 
other things being equal—to within 
about 1% minutes of time. 

(2) Indeterminateness due to un- 
certainty of prediction. It is clear that 
not only ours but anyone else’s longi- 
tudes are based on predicted positions, 
as given by the various governmental 
nautical almanacs—in the form origin- 
ally of right ascension and declination. 
In some cases these may be a few 
tenths of a second off from the true 
places, but that is the best anyone can 
do. It is only after the planets have 
actually been observed on the day in 
question, by means of the meridian 
circle or the photo zenith tube, at, say, 
the Naval Observatory, that a truly 
accurate position can be obtained. In 
case of a slowly-moving object, in 
computing an aspect, a difference of V2 
second: of arc makes a difference of 
several minutes in the time of the 
aspect! For this reason alone, it ts 
not worth while to carry the computa- 
tion to too high a degree, that is, we 
could use longitudes to a hundredth of 
a second and obtain numerically a re- 
sult, but it would indicate an accuracy 
that would be false.*- 

We recalculated again the aspect 


under consideration to the utmost pre- 
cision that the given data warrants, 
and it turns out to be 1:28 a.m. plus or 
minus 6 minutes. Therefore, any com- 
puter giving the time between 1:22 
and 1:34 may be considered correct. 
Yet it should not be so stated, for that 
infers that he knows it to be correct to 
the minute—which cannot be true. We 
should have stated it thus originally: 
“1:31 a.m. + % hour,” or after doing 
special work on it, “1:28 a.m. = 6”.” 
Hugh S. Rice,

COMMENT: It is evident from the 
above, that even allowing for the greatest 
possible variation in the astronomical data 
upon which Raphael could have based his 
calculation of the time of this aspect, he was 
still out 20 minutes, which is far too great 
an error to be allowed for any practical pur- 
pose, especially in relation to an aspect of 
such major importance. «Of course, we 
know “comparisons are odious” but—+#his 
wasn’t our idea either.

I humbly beg your pardon for omit- 
ting the all-important question of birth 
data. I assure you I shall not make 
any such. blunders again. The birth 
time given in the article is “specula- 
tive,” the day, month and year au- 
thentic. The latter was from Bob 
Considine’s newspaper biography en- 
titled “MacArthur, The Magnificent.” 
In it, he states that both Mr. and Mrs. 
MacArthur are now dead, so that the 
only source of authentic time data 
would seem to be the General himself 
or possibly Mr. Considine. 

In regard to speculative charts, I 
should be much opposed to them my- 
self, at least as generally rectified. 
However, I discovered a method of 
rectification which scarcely admits of 
error. It is based not upon any sys- 
tem of progressions, transits, direc- 
tions, or prenatal rectification, but

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volved. It could only be used for 
adults where the personal appearance 
and the case history of the individual 
are known. Given this knowledge, my 
system has never failed me yet. 
Eventually, I hope to present it to the 
world in book form, but for the present 
it must remain a secret somewhat like 
the Schoch Astronomical Tables.* No 
offense meant, dear editor, only I some- 
times wonder if the information con- 
tained in those tables (for which any 
student would give his right eyetooth) 
will ever be revealed. 

The thing that irritates me most in 
astrology is authentic time data.

I fear you underrate Hitler because of his 
face. Yes, Hugenberg and the Nationalists 
tried to ride into power on Hitler’s shoul- 
der’s, but he reversed the position at a 
conveniently lonely corner of the road on a 
dark night. 

Thyssen,-as far as I can recall and ascer- 
tain, only came into the picture through 
Hugenberg. 

I checked through the N. Y. Times index 
yesterday for some two hours. Hugenberg 
oddly faded out of the picture, forced into 
the background in 1934, and the 1935 in- 
dex, if I recall correctly, does not mention 
his name. 

The French blame Briand for helping 
Hitler indirectly. Was it Hindenburg’s 
weakening in receiving Hitler? Was it the 
October 12, 1931 Hugenberg-Hitler unity 
pact? 

It is a big job to sift these facts. But I 
suggest you read the section, “German Polt- 
tics and Government,” from page 1018 in 
1931 index, but especially pages 1020-21, 
particularly column two of page 1020. 

On the 11th (Oct. 1931) Hindenburg re- 
ceived Hitler. That was the final signal for 
Hugenberg to make common cause and sup- 
port Hitler. All three ———— have names 
beginning with “H,” whatever that means. 


On October 17th, the Reichstag vote of 
confidence or no confidence in Bruening, 
expected on the 13th took place. The mo- 
tion for a no confidence vote was defeated, 
but how! Bruening got only a reprieve. 

On November 19-20, 1932, Hindenburg 
conferred with Hugenberg, i.e. with Hitler. 
The entire section of the index, pages 948-

June 26, 1933 Hugenberg RESIGNED 
(was forced out) from Hitler’s cabinet. 

Have you checked on Von Papen, who is 
one of the really Mephistophelian creatures 
as far as the world and also America are 
concerned.

WAS CHANCELLOR before Hitler and 
paved the way for him and is now his best 
diplomatic rattlesnake.

I think that I must have failed to make 
myself clear if I conveyed to you the im- 
pression that I underestimate Hitler. Any- 
one who could at this late date underesti- 
mate the potentialities of this man for de- 
struction must be very blind indeed. He 
undoubtedly has some weird power. The 
fact that it is a destructive power does not 
lessen its force. I have myself been amazed 
at the fanatical adoration some German- 
Americans have expressed for the creature. 
There was something incongruous about 
such abject devotion, from an (apparently) 
otherwise intelligent person, for such an 
insignificant, utterly contemptible rogue. It 
was comparable to hearing someone ideal- 
izing “Legs” Diamond, Vincent (“Mad 
Dog’) Coll or any of a hundred or so com- 
mon gangsters of our Prohibition Era. I 
could not help asking myself with some de- 
gree of awe “what in heaven’s name does 
this fellow have that can so cause a whole 
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nation to take leave of its senses?” How- 
ever, on second thought, isn’t it in principle 
just a reenactment on a national scale of a 
religious revival meeting—purely relative 
after all—except that this one has turned 
into a world-wide saturnalia to the tune 
of “buckets of blood.” The people who 
started him off must feel much like a man 
who on burning some fallen leaves later 
finds he has started a forest fire. 

No, I do not underestimate Hitler, by 
any means, any more than I underestimate 
a rattlesnake. On the contrary. Neither 
do I take the first verse, third Chapter of 
Genesis literally; I merely insist Hitler 
could not have attained a position of power 
without powerful assistance from some one 
already in power—probably the German in- 
dustrialists. Now by the same token I do 
not think he can maintain his position with- 
out the continued support of the German 
public, but heaven help us during the period 
of transition. 

It seems to me that the German indus- 
trialists who were apparently responsible 
for Hitler’s rise to power were the people 
who did the underestimating. The events 
indicate that they probably saw in him a 
convenient tool which could be used to cap- 
ture and hold the personal support of the 
German people while they achieved pur- 
poses for which Hitler was only a means to 
an end, but they failed to take into account 
the utterly ruthless egomania of this fanatic 
and his total disregard of all the principles 
of decency and honor which underlie 
present civilization, although how they 
overlooked this is difficult to understand 
since he gave plenty of warning in his public 
utterances from time to time—the rattler 
did plenty of rattling. They must have 
counted on their own ability to control him, 
all of which makes rather a sad story at 
this time. On the other side of the picture, 
I think Hitler after coming to power fell 
into the same trap. He underestimated and 
continues perhaps to underestimate the 
power of those who made him dictator of 
Germany. 

As I see it, the situation at the present 
time is one wherein Hitler’s position rests 
entirely upon the support of the German 
people, and in order to maintain that sup- 
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port he must continue to feed them vic- 
tories, political or military. Pending the 
day when the German armies, under his 
leadership, receive a decided setback, there 
is nothing very much that the real rulers 
of Germany can do about it. They must 
bide their time. One may imagine that 
their position at present must be rather 
unenviable since they are forced to stand by 
while this man wrecks the German Empire 
they went to so much trouble to build, but 
I suppose it is just the old story of poetic 
justice and chickens coming home to roost, 
etc. 

Some day, perhaps in the not far distant 
future, under the shock of disastrous events, 
the German people are going to wake up to 
the appalling fact that they have not only 
been playing with “deuces wild,” but are 
confronted with a “Lalapaloosa.”

As we go to press, November 9, 1942, we 
think it is timely to call attention again to 
the peculiar fatality attending the first ten 
days of November of any year in relation- 
ship to Hitler. 

We previously called attention to: this 
strange fact in our March 1940 issue, page 
17. 

The record seems to indicate that for 
some reason during this period there is a 
more or less consistent tendency for Hitler 
to be confronted with a crisis and often a 
drastic reversal. 

Here is the complete list: 


November 8, 1923—the ill-fated 
beer hall putsch. 

November 7, 1938—the Polish Jew, 
Herschel Grynszpan, shoots Ernst vom 
Rath, the secretary of the German 
Embassy in Paris. 

November 9, 1938—vom Rath dies. 

November 10, 1938—Jewish purge 
in Germany. 

November 8, 1939—Munich bomb- 
ing which wrecked the beer hall but 
unfortunately didn’t get Hitler. 


Then there are some birthdates and 
events also falling in this period which 
would seem to bear scrutiny. For instance: 
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November 9, 1873—Fritz Thyssen. 

November 9, 1918—the German 
Republic. 

November 9, 1907—Prince Ludwig 
Ferdinand, mentioned frequently as 
heir-apparent to the MHohenzollern 
throne. 

November 9, 1917*—Last but by 
no means least, Soviet Russia. 


To the above may now be added the 
United Nations occupation of French North 
Africa, coinciding with the rout of Hitler’s 
army in Egypt, November 8, 1942. 

We would be interested if some reader 
would study this problem and furnish us 
with some suggestions as to just why this 
particular period (first ten days of Novem- 
ber) would seem to be so fatalistic and 
unfortunate for the German leader. 


IPSO FACTO 


In a nation and under a system of gov- 
ernment which grants complete freedom of 
speech to all its people and which guar- 
antees freedom of the press as a cardinal 
principal of government, it appears to us 
that it well behooves all those who by rea- 
son of position or profession have a power 
to influence public opinion to any extent 
to consider well their grave responsibilities. 

Even in times of peace the moral re- 
sponsibility of anyone who essays to speak 
for the public conscience is grave indeed, 
but in times of war and national emergency 
such responsibilities are vastly augmented. 

In these critical times when the enemies 
of our way of life are battering relentlessly 
at our gates, when dangerous cross-currents 
of national emotion so frequently boil up 
in turbulent rebellion against governmental 
pressure to which the popular feeling of the 
moment may be opposed, and when deadly 
whirlpools of factional hatreds can be so 
easily created, much wisdom is required of 
those who would set themselves up as 
arbiters of public opinion or who would 
undertake to inform the people of the 
facts of the various situations with which 
they are confronted.

Anent newspapers in general, we have 
much to choose from. There are, as always, 
the screaming radicals who, with more zeal 
than good sense, industriously fan the 
flames of racial and class hatreds at a time 
when of all times such potential conflagra- 
tions should be curbed rather than encour- 
aged. On the other hand we have the more 
ponderous (oftimes portentous) pronounce- 
ments of the more-conservative press. Then 
we have the various (so-called “hard-hit- 
ting”) news commentators and columnists 
who are so sensational in their exposés and 
so liberal with advice to the administration 
on just how the country should be governed, 
just how the war should be won, who and 
what government should be recognized, etc., 
etc. All of this may be quite entertaining at 
times, but we are disposed to ponder on the 
strange complexity of human nature when 
thus exposed to public view. We wonder if 
these well-meaning (we do not doubt their 
good intentions) gentlemen ever really give 
a thought to the possible results of their 
public and published statements. In the ex- 
ultation of their realization that they do live 
in the free democracy where freedom of 
speech is possible, they may be inclined 
to forget that this freedom also carries with 
it those grave responsibilities previously re- 
ferred to—responsibilities which cannot be 
ignored and which, if they are ignored, tend 
to destroy the very freedom of which they 
are a part. 

In this connection, we are reminded of a 
related incident which is said to have oc- 
curred during the administration of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, as set forth in a recent book, 
page 91, “Myths after Lincoln,”* by Lloyd 
Lewis, to wit: 

There was the time that a delegation 
had taken him strongly to task on some 
action and had been told by the Presi- 
dent to imagine all their wealth in the 
hands of Blondin, famous tightrope 
walker of the day. 

“Suppose Blondin held it on a rope 
over Niagara Falls,” he said. “Would 
you keep shouting, ‘Blondin, stand up a 
little straighter! Stoop a little! Go 
a little faster! Lean more to the South! 
No, more to the North.’

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“Gentlemen, would you rock the 
cable? No! You would hold your 
breath, every one of you, as well as 
your tongues. This government, gentle- 
men, is carrying an immense weight. 
The persons managing the ship of state 
in this storm are doing the best they 
can. Don’t worry them with needless 
warnings and complaints. Keep silence, 
be patient and we'll get you safely 
across.” 

Yes, the people should and must be in- 
formed of all the facts at all times, if the 
people are to be in a position to govern 
themselves adequately and in accordance 
with the democratic process. Furthermore 
it is the duty of the Press to supply those 
facts. But we sometimes doubt the wisdom 
of much of the added advice dispensed so 
freely at times to the people and to their 
government by individuals who after all 
are not properly accredited spokesmen for 
the people even under a democracy, since 
their authority as such has never been 
submitted to the test of the ballot box. 
In the absence of such authority, should 
not the plain, unadorned facts be sufficient? 
Surely if there was ever a time when facts 
might be allowed to speak for themselves, 
it would be at a time such as the present 
when the people are face to face with the 
stark reality of an attack which threatens 
our very existence as free men. 

When the ship of state is shooting the 
rapids of human emotion as it is at present, 
it is no time to rock the boat or attempt any 
sudden changes of national policy. Getting 
safely through these turbulent waters calls 
for united and concentrated effort and strict 
attention to the emergency of the moment. 
Any distraction from the job at hand may 
well prove disastrous. Even too much long- 
range planning can be confusing and cer- 
tainly it is no time for enjoying the scenery, 
i.e., speculating on political, economic or 
racial utopias. 

What are we fighting for? Well—right 
now we are fighting for our lives, and, for 
the present at least, that would seem to 
constitute an adequate “War Aim.” 


LUNAR MONTH 


San Francisco, Calif. 

Am I or Robt. Edwards haywire on 
mathematics re his article “Moon over Wall 
Street” (September)? The article is prob- 
ably correct otherwise. 

The lunar month is approximately 28 
days, not 30 days. 

Thirteen lunar months of 30 days would 
make a year of 390 days, almost 14 moons, 
being 25 days more than 365 %4 days.

ANSWER: Astronomers recognize two dif- 
ferent kinds of months—the sidereal and 
the synodic. The former is the time re- 
quired by the moon to go around the earth 
from a point in a given direction in space 
from the earth back to a point in that 
same direction. Thus it might be mea- 
sured by the interval between two suc- 
cessive conjunctions of the moon with a 
distant fixed star. This sidereal month has 
an average duration of 27 days, 7 hours, 43 
minutes and 11.5 seconds; due to perturba- 
tidns it may vary as much as seven hours, 
This must be the type of month to which 
you refer in your card. 

The synodic month is the period from one 
new moon (conjunction with the sun) to 
the next new moon. This has an average 
duration of 29 days, 12 hours, 44 minutes 
and 2.8 seconds, but may vary from slightly 
over 29 days to slightly over 30 days. Most 
synodic months assign to 30 calendar days. 
This is very easily checked by reference to 
any almanac or calendar giving the dates 
of new moons. 

My study presented in “Moon Over Wall 
Street” related to the synodic month. Per- 
haps I should have specified it as synodic 
by name, but I thought the statement “from 
new moon to new moon” in both text and 
chart would be sufficient. 

I might add that, so far, I have been un- 
able to find any evidence whatever for an 
effect on the stock market or on weather 
that can be related to the moon’s sidereal 
period. The effects discovered ‘in ““Moon 
Over Wall Street” are due to the sun-moon 
relation and not to the moon alone in space. 
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OUT OF SEASON 


We notice that a great many column- 
ists, editors, etc., do not seem to realize that 
on November 3rd the voters of the 26th 
Congressional District of New York can- 
celled their fishing licenses. 

We find difficulty in appreciating the 
logic of continuous press attacks upon the 
man whom the voters of the 26th Con- 
gressional District decided by a majority 
vote was the best qualified to tepresent 
them in Congress. The people of that 
District have spoken. Hamilton Fish is 
their choice, and where then is the purpose 
for this continued sniping by voters of other 
districts and localities who, according to 
our democratic processes of election and 
government, have, strictly speaking, no 
right to criticize the man whom the citizens 
of the District in question decided by the 
Democratic process was the man best quali- 
fied to represent his constituents? 

Frankly, we think it is sheer impertinence 
on the part of the citizens of Manhattan or 
any other district to tell the people of 
Dutchess County, Putnam County, etc.,that 
they are lacking in good judgment, to say 
nothing of the implication that they did 
not have any right to elect this man, despite 
the fact that he was permitted, and there- 
fore presumably had the right, to present 
himself to them as a candidate. If I were a 
resident of any of those counties and had 
voted against Hamilton Fish, which I would 
have done on general principles, I would 
nevertheless resent this gratuitous advice, 
not to say insults directed at my neighbors 
by residents of other districts. 

Anyway, is it necessarily such a calamity 
that Hamilton Fish has been chosen by a 
majority of the people of the 26th Con- 
gressional District of New York to represent 
them in Congress? It is true Mr. Fish 
has kept some strange company at times. 
This is admittedly putting the case mildly, 
if we are to accept newspaper reports on 
the matter at their face value, but the fact 
remains that to date -he has not been 
brought to trial, much less convicted, in any 
established Court of Law and pending such 
trial and conviction, we may well reserve 
judgment. The voters of his District have 


demonstrated that they still have faith in 
his intrinsic loyalty to the Constitution 
of the United States, which seems to 
be the point at issue. We believe that it 
may be possible that the gentleman him- 
self may be grateful for that expression of 
faith, and possibly also in a much chastened 
mood. We might reasonably expect him to 
be much more discriminating in his choice 
of associates, and if he isn’t—his colleagues 
in the House will no doubt be able to take 
care of that, too. 

Meanwhile this persistent sniping by a 
hostile press might well have a result op- 
posite to that desired. We have always 
subscribed to the theory that, “Jf you treat 
a man as he is, you make him worse, but 
if you treat him as if he were what he 
should be, you improve him as much as he 
can be improved. 


PLUTO 


Encampment, Wyoming. 

I never see much comment on Pluto. I 
wonder why. Perhaps this planet is of 
too recent discovery for astrological stu- 
dents and practitioners to venture an esti- 
mate of its astrological implications. 

The physician’s statement on my certifi- 
cate of birth says I was born at 2:30 P.M. 
on the 13th of May, 1910, near King City, 
Missouri, which has a latitude of 40 North 
and longitude of 9414 West. A chart calcu- 
lated for such a time and place gives the 
25th degree of Virgo rising.«I am not sure 
but what I have about the 4th degree of 


_ Libra as my true Ascendant. Either Ascend- 


ant places Pluto prominently, especially the 
chart with the Virgo ascendant. With such 
a strategic Pluto, my attention has been 
strongly drawn to this planet. Here area 
few of my notes on Pluto: 

This planet is far distant out in space 
from the Sun, taking nearly 250 years for 
a complete orbit. Dwellers on Pluto, if 
any, have no need for eyes or ears, since 
communication and sight would be by per- 
sonal radio and television. On Pluto there 
is no day such as we have. The light there- 
on is like the light our Sun’s rays carry, 
present in darkness but nevertheless: in- 
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visible to our sort of sight. There is an 
etheric light, so to speak. 

In my opinion, Pluto rules our tastes of 
bitter, sour, sweet, salt: This planet is also 
monitor of the embryo—custodian of the 
most holy and powerful force in the uni- 
verse. We may say Pluto is Lord of the 
Secret Life-in-Light and Lord of the Cosmic 
Seed of the Universe. Whereas Saturn has 
to do with Time, Pluto deals with Space, 
the Fourth Dimension and Resurrection. 
When “discovered,” Pluto was about the 
Ist degree of Cancer. This suggests Pluto 
as dealing with the human soul and it is 
no untruth to say also that Pluto is Lord 
of the alter-ego. I have not ever seen the 
chart of Sigmund Freud, but I suspect it 
would reveal a very important Pluto 
through which the whole chart channeled. 
The usual nature of Pluto is zig-zag, 1.e., 
hot and cold extremes. When angry the 
Plutonian “freezes up” inside and tries to 
freeze out the offender. Bitter sarcasm is 
his usual verbal weapon. When Pluto af- 
flicts Mercury, we have a cold wind; Moon, 
there is sleet and snow ; Sun, colder weather. 
But any connection with Mars can win 
over and warm up Pluto. They have a 
natural affinity of a frictional nature. Pluto 
acts in a convulsive, ejective sort of way. 
I have noticed that when transiting Moon 
passes over my natal Pluto, not infrequently 
I change occupation, take a trip or both. 
Once I was fired. But transiting Mars was 
also square natal Sun that evening. How- 
ever, 1 was not.unhappy. The position was 
a very disagreeable one. 

Nothing would be complete without men- 
tion of Hitler, of course. So here goes. It 
is said his natal Neptune and Pluto are 
conjunct. Since Pluto is Lord of Cold and 
Winter and Darkness, and Neptune has 
affinity with Christianity and the Church 
of Christ, we have an extreme example of 
a man, inhabited by a demon out of the pit, 
who tries to destroy the Church and who 
has made a concentration camp out of each 
country he occupies. Of course, it is the 
‘concentration of the Plutonian which makes 
his action so convulsive or violent. How- 
ever, I believe that Hitler’s afflicted Mars- 
Venus and Saturn are responsible for his 
erratic and psychopathic behavior. 








In general, we may be sure that the most 
characteristic work of Plyto is trying, all 
things human, salvaging and reawakening 
spiritual values, cleaning up conditions, 
purging, eradicating the superfluous, birth 
and spiritual rebirth, resurrection, release, 
escape. If very afflicted and badly placed, 
Pluto symbolizes the chaos pictured by the 
Bottomless Pit of the Great Pyramid. At 
its best this planet is described by the open- 
ing line of the 91st Psalm: “He that 
dwelleth in the secret place of the Most 
High shall abide under the shadow of the 
Almighty.” Capable of the utmost degrada- 
tion, this planet can inspire the greatest 
Spiritual devotion and zeal. 

Pluto, “discovered” in the beginning of 
Cancer, could mean a spiritual rebirth of 
humanity. Of course, I realize that in 1930, 
when Astronomer C. W. Tombaugh of the 
Lowell Observatory, Flagstaff, Arizona 
trained his telescope on this planet, Pluto 
was over haifway through Cancer. However, 
the convulsive cleansing effect of Pluto on 
the human soul began with the World War 
(now continued after “truce in chaos,’* 
typical of Pluto) in 1914 when Pluto was 
in the 2nd degree of Cancer. Negatively 
Pluto cleanses evil with greater evil until 
we learn the folly of evil doings. Positively 
Pluto is the Light within the Chamber of 
the Open Tomb of the Great Pyramid.

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SENSITIVE DEGREES 
(Written November 11, 1942) 


Evidence is accumulating that the transit 
of planets, mutual planetary conjunctions, 
New or Full Moons over or on planetary 
positions in certain key horoscopes erected 
for the times of major configurations can 
be used as a reliable device or method for 
determining the time when the promise of 
such configurations may be expected to be 
fulfilled. In various past issues of Amer- 
ican Astrology, we have had occasion to 
call attention to this: 

Sensitive Degrees—June, 1942, page 24; 
October, 1942, page 27. Timing—Septem- 
ber, 1941, page 11; November, 1941, page 
27; December, 1941, page 18. 

Specifically with reference to our Octo- 
ber, 1942 issue, page 27, “Sensitive De- 
grees,” discussing the Full Moon of May 
11, 1941, we had occasion to point out the 
extreme significance of the New Moons of 
November, 1941 and February, 1942 in re- 
lation to that chart. Now we have an- 
other major configuration which appears to 
furnish an additional case in point, i.e., the 
conjunction of Saturn and Uranus on May 
3, 1942 at 8:15 a.m. E.S.T., in 29° 19’ 
Taurus.* 

It cannot be said that anything happened 
immediately following the conjunction of 
May 3, 1942 commensurate with its mean- 
ing and importance. But we note that the 
first time a potent lunar contact with that 
chart occurs is at the Full Moon of Novem- 
ber 22, 1942 at 29° 55’ Taurus. We find this 
followed promptly by a New Moon on De- 
cember 7th (a very significant date, we 
would say) at 15° 21’ Sagittarius within 
close orb of a conjunction with the Moon 
in the May 3rd chart. These are the sort of 
contacts which, according to this theory of 
timing, should make history, and as a mat- 
ter of fact we think that the North African 
campaign, commenced under the New 
Moon of November 8th, in 15° 36’ Scorpio, 

*This conjunction occurs every 45 years in approxi- 
mately opposite degrees of the zodiac. The last was Sep- 
tember 9, 1897, 6:31 a.m., E.S.T., at 25° 35’ Scorpio, 
which was followed by the Spanish-American War, pre- 
cipitated by the sinking of the Maine, February 15, 1898, 
on which date there was a conjunction of the Sun an 
Venus at 26:27 Aquarius, within one degree of the Moon 
square Saturn and Uranus in the conjunction chart of the 


previous September, and Jupiter in 9° Libra transiting 
the Mars-Mercury conjunction of September 9, 1897. 


within 3° of the Sun in the May 3rd chart, 
definitely links this campaign with the May 
3rd configuration. We are reproducing 
herewith a chart of the Saturn-Uranus con- 
junction for the convenience of students.

The position 6f Mars in this chart is 
quite significant. Note that it is on the 
Ascendant, placing the United States 
definitely on the offensive during the cycle 
controlled by this configuration, also that 
this Mars is conjunct the radical Venus and 
Jupiter of the United States. It is significant 
that the Eisenhower occupation of French 
North Africa commenced at 8 p.m. E.S.T., 
Nov. 8, 1942, with the May 3rd Mars on 
the Ascendant for Washington, D. C. 

Furthermore if we return to the month of 
June, 1942, we find a conjunction of Sun 
and Jupiter June 25th, at 11:43 am., 
E.S.T., in 3° 29’ Cancer, on the Ascendant 
and conjoined with Mars in this May 3rd 
chart, and if you will refer to Current Biog- 
raphy, you will find that Lieut. Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower was appointed Commander 
of the European Theatre of Operations on 
June 25, 1942. We do not find any direct 
planetary contact between the horoscope 
of Gen. Eisenhower (October 14, 1890) and 
any of the planetary configurations listed, 
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Sun-Jupiter Conjunction

Washington, D. C. 








but we do find his North and South 
Nodes contacting (rather wide) Jupiter 
and Moon respectively of the May 3rd 
chart. This may be sufficient to account 
for his appointment, since we consider the 
Moon’s Nodes as extremely sensitive points 
in any horoscope, a fact that we have 
emphasized frequently over the past ten 
years. 

There are others who have much more 
obvious planetary contacts, notably, Gen. 
Henry H. Arnold, born June 25, 1886, who 
therefore had the Sun-Jupiter conjunction 
of June 25, 1942 exactly on his natal Sun; 
the chart of Philip Murray, president of the 
C.I.0., with Saturn in 7° Cancer, was also 
contacted by this June configuration, and 
we might add that as a result thereof, dur- 
ing this period he is likely to find the op- 
position to his plans (such as they may be) 
rather more powerful than he would like. 
Or we might say, this position of Saturn 
in his chart would seem to indicate that 
his program, whatever it may be, does not 
harmonize very well with the economic 
destiny of the nation as a whole as deter- 
mined at its inception in 1776. 

Another most interesting contact with the 
June conjunction is found in the horoscope 
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of the Argentine Republic. Here we find 
Mercury and Venus contacted. These 
planets are trine the progressed Mars in 
the national horoscope. Furthermore, we 
find that the Moon in the May 3rd con- 
junction chart was conjoined with the 
Argentine Neptune, and the New Moon of 
December 7, 1942 will activate this, so it 
could mean a final decision to break with 
the Axis during December. In any case a 
marked change of policy and a definite 
decision of some kind must come out of 
these contacts. It is further worthy of note 
that the June 25th conjunction of Sun and 
Jupiter conjoins Mars in the May 3rd chart, 
therefore puts this Mars conjunct the Ar- 
gentine Mercury. A Mars-Mercury con- 
figuration of this nature could mean a 
declaration of war. In January, 1943, we 
find the Argentine Republic contacted by 
the New Moon of January 6th, conjoining 
the natal Moon of that southern Republic, 
which was founded July 9, 1816, under a 
Full Moon of that date. In the final analy- 
sis, marked and decisive changes of national 
policy would certainly seem to be in order 
for the Argentine Republic during Decem- 
ber and January. 

Finally, may we call attention to the 
rather significant contacts between the 
chart of Brig. Gen. James Doolittle and the 
aforementioned conjunction charts? Born 
December 14, 1896, we find his Mars in 
conjunction (wide) with the May 3rd 
Jupiter, in (closer) opposition to the Moon 
of that chart. His Sun, 23° Sagittarius, 
falls very close to the Moon in the May 
3rd conjunction chart. His Jupiter is con- 
joined with the North Node as of May 3, 
1942, and the New Moon of December 7, 
1942 falls in opposition to Gen. Doolittle’s 
Mars, and is therefore involved in the total 
pattern, to say nothing of his Neptune in 
18° 48’ Gemini, which is of course right 
in the middle of the picture. We shall ex- 
pect General Doolittle to again make his- 
tory during December. Incidentally, the 
Full Moon of December 22nd places the 
Sun on Doolittle’s Mercury. The very 
least that can be said for such a combina- 
tion of contacts is that it definitely promises 
sensational experiences for this man dur- 
ing December. 
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There are probably many other political 
or military leaders, also nations, i.e., Rus- 
sia, Egypt, etc., involved to a like extent, 
but we are not at this moment prepared 
to discuss these at length. To give a com- 
plete picture relative to all of the individ- 
uals and political entities involved in inter- 
national operations and developments of 
the magnitude of those now in progress 
would require an entire. volume and several 
months of preparation. However, we hope 
that the examples we have given will prove 
of assistance to students who are interested 
in pursuing this study independently.

Fora 
number of years he was associated 
with the American Sunday School 
Union in the state of Washington. 
During the World War he was re- 
jected by the Army and the Y.M.C.A.

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l, THERE is any day in the year which 
can be taken as a symbolical expression 
of the larger collective pattern of humanity 
and of the type of society created by human 
beings, such a day is obviously New Year’s 
day. Unlike the Spring equinox or even 
Easter, New Year’s day is strictly man- 
made; and the fact that all human beings 
do not yet recognize the same New Year 
is a striking indication of the resistance man 
still opposes to the concept of a United 
Mankind. The place occupied by its New 
Year day is the distinguishing mark of a 
particular civilization, and thus the imme- 
diate future of such a civilization can be 
read, theoretically at least, by considering 
the pattern of the solar system and of the 
universe at large at the time of each of its 
New Year celebrations. 

Today practically the ‘whole of our so- 
called Western civilization—with the strik- 
ing exception of orthodox Jewry—cele- 
brates New Year on the same day, January 
Ist, beginning at midnight of December 





January 1st has been celebrated as the be- 
ginning of the year for more than two thou- 
sand years. According to the Encyclopae- 
dia Britannica (pages 568-578), a very ancient 
calendar probably consisted of ten months, the 
year beginning with March, but “in 153 B. C. 
January 1st ousted March 1st as the official 
New Year’s Day (in the Roman Republican 
Calendar)... . The civil calendar of all Euro- 
pean countries has been borrowed from that 
of the Romans. At the time of Julius Caesar, 
the civil equinox differed from the astronomi- 
cal by three months. . . . Caesar abolished the 
use of the lunar year and the intercalary 
month and regulated the civil year entirely 
by the sun... . He fixed the mean length of 
the year at 36514 days, and decreed that every 
fourth year should have 366 days, the other 
years having each 365. The first Julian year 
commenced with the 1st of January of the 
46th (year) before the birth of Christ.”

3lst. Even Russia has given up her old 
calendar and thus has become an integral 
part of our Western society. What the 
heavens reveal, at this fateful midnight 
which is coming upon us, is therefore the 
general destiny of Western humanity dur- 
ing the year 1943. The nations or relig- 
ious groups who do not consider January 
Ist as New Year’s day have to be considered 
out of the scope of such a type of forecast. 
The forecast, moreover, should be under- 
stood as referring to the Auman factors in- 
volved in the world-situation. It deals with 
the man-made world and man-made civili- 
zation. 

In ordinary times the House cusps of such 
New Ye&r charts erected for the various 
countries are relatively fixed and the Sun 
is to be found near the cusp of the fourth 
House, because the time is midnight. Varia- 
tions occur, nevertheless, where Standard 
Time differs noticeably from Local Time, 
and the factor of latitude introduces also 
a variable element, very small in temper- 
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ate zones. War, however, has brought the 
greatest of all changes in the appearance 
of New Year charts because of the wide- 
spread use of “War Time.” Mankind, in this 
country, will celebrate New Year one hour 
before midnight. Thus the New Year 1943 
chart will have an unusual Ascendant 
(Virgo) and an equally unusual meridian 
(Gemini-Sagittarius). 

This happens to be a highly significant 
fact just now, because it places Neptune 
in the first House and the Moon in the 
second House—which would not be the 
case were ordinary Standard Time still in 
use to mark the moment of the celebration. 
It is the moment of the actual celebration 
which must be considered in such a New 
Year chart, because the chart deals with 
a man-made world and thus it is clock-time 
which counts, for man’s consciousness of 
the beginning of a new yearly cycle will be 
determined by the clock. As is usual in 
mundane astrology, the ational New Year 
chart is to be erected for War Time mid- 
night in the capital; and it is the one 
which shall be discussed here. But a change 
in the Moon’s degree* would be noticeable 
if New Year charts were erected for, say, 
Chicago and Los Angeles; in this case the 
change may bring a very significant sym- 
bolical indication. 

'“In interpreting a New Year chart, one 
naturally has to follow the general tech- 
nique of mundane astrology. The tenth 
House is the field of operation for the prin- 
ciple of leadership in human affairs. The 
Mid-Heaven symbolizes more particularly 
in the New Year chart Man, as creator of 
civilization, as master over time; Man, 
perpetuating his knowledge and power, gen- 
eration after generation. The fourth House, 
on the cusp of which the Sun is normally 
placed, represents the fundamental inertia 
of human nature and the tendency to fol- 
low the basic social instincts of gregarious- 
ness and security-first. The first House 
represents humanity evolving as a whole— 
the people, the “virgin masses,” and the 
seventh House stands for the process of evo- 
lutionary differentiation operating within 
humauity through  group-relationships, 
through competition and conflict—thus class 
struggles, international politics and wars.

The New Year chart as a whole is a 
rather strenuous one and it suggests sev- 
eral zones of high tension, but it also gives 
indications of the operation of vast uni- 
versal and social forces tending to rebuild 
human society on a broader basis. Saturn, 
Uranus, Neptune and Pluto are the con- 
structive factors in the situation, as they 
form “good aspects” in a chart featuring 
a number of squares and two basic lines 
of opposition. 

Perhaps the strongest, or sharpest, fea- 
ture in this New Year picture is the Moon. 
It is squared by Jupiter retrograde, exalted 
in the House of leadership, and by Venus 
and Mercury opposing this Jupiter. This 
T-cross, in cardinal Signs, is made more 
active and more dangerous because the 
Moon is semi-square Mars in the third 
House, in Sagittarius, and near what I 
consider the correct Ascendant of the 
U. S. A. birth-chart. Jupiter and Saturn 
also form an exact semi-square, and thus 
the Moon is close to a sesqui-quadrate 
aspect to Saturn, and a 150° aspect to 
Uranus. Except for a sextile to the North 
Node, the Moon’s position does not pre- 
sent an optimistic picture. The masses of 
the people everywhere may experience 
necessary conflicts and discomforts. Libra 
can be very dark when the naturally co- 
hesive tendencies of the sign turn nega- 
tive. Neptune has entered Libra, and this 
may hot make matters any better on the 
surface, except where a group or nation can 
face its issues in a spirit of boundless, self- 
less faith and collective self-sacrifice—as is 
undoubtedly the case in Russia and China. 

The Moon is located in the second House 
—the House representing the resources and 
the energies of the people at large. This 
correlates well with the extraordinary em- 
phasis placed everywhere, not only upon 
taxation and financial problems, but upon 
the demand for sacrifices of time, energy 
and life itself from the common people. 
The drain of energy is emotional and men- 
tal as well as public or financial. The 
people, all over the world, are to face this 
year a very heavy burden; they will reel 
somewhat under it, and the indication is 
that they will not submit entirely without 
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protest or rebellion to it. The semi-square 
of the Moon to Mars seems particularly ex- 
plosive—and Mars is in the House ruling 
over transportation and all modes of com- 
munication, which fits in well with the gaso- 
line and rubber situation. 

In spite of all this the people of the 
United States as a whole seem likely tod 
bear the strain quite well; that is, if we can 
judge from the symbol of the Moon for the 
New Year chart in Washington: A spot 
of light in clear skies, an aeroplane sails 
calmly. This undoubtedly means that the 
people of this nation will be able to ride 
above much of the tragedies which will be- 
fall less favored countries. It indicates 
strength and vision—and, if one wishes to 
read the symbol literally, mastery of the 
air. The New Year Moon is located on 
adjacent degrees—less optimistic ones—in 
Middle Western and Pacific coast states. 
This may be related to the effect of gas 
rationing on the people inhabiting regions 
where distances are so great—or to other 
causes as yet unknown. But the indications 
given by the Washington chart are the most 
basic, as they apply to the country as a 
whole. 

Mars opposes Saturn in the ninth House, 
and Saturn is still close to Uranus. This is 
not fortunate for distant enterprises, diplo- 
macy, religion, law and order, etc.—espe- 
cially as Saturn is in semi-square to Jupiter 
in the House of leadership, whose ruler, 
Mercury, is badly afflicted by an opposing 
Jupiter, a squaring Moon, and a semi- 
squaring Mars. Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus 
and Pluto are retrograde. Organized au- 
thority in all fields will tend to break down, 
or to display hesitation. Yet Jupiter and 
Saturn are exalted around the zenith and 
the Part of Fortune promises some sort of 
luck to the rulers of nations. 

It must be made clear again that this 
rather somber picture applies to the whole 
of Western humanity and not only to our 
country. Western society struggles to pre- 
serve ancient gains and is confronted with 
“complexes” which can no longer be evaded. 
In this New Year chart, the four planets 
above the horizon are retrograde—all be- 
low the horizon are direct, led by Nep- 
tune with a promise.

What is this promise? A very confuséd 
and uncertain one as yet; one which can 
hardly take any but irrational and vague 
shapes, because it has to emerge out of the 
common humanity of all men, out of the 
deep urge in the average man to be open to 
a Uranian inspiringefaith and vision, and 
to new ideals of Plutonian integration. 
There is a sullen and dark ferment in the 
social consciousness of humanity. The illu- 
sions based on return to the past and dis- 
guised conservatism are of the past; but 
that past will not die so easily. Yet Nep- 
tune will be in the first Houses of New Year 
charts for many years to come, and the 
square of Sun to Neptune will be a basic 
feature of these charts throughout the 
forties. A.strange power will seek for 
these many years to emerge from the ob- 
scurity of the collective consciousness of 
humanity and precipitate into individual 
objectivity from transcendant realms. Nep- 
tune this year is on the Ascendant of the 
New Year charts of places where the time 
has not been advanced more than one hour; 
it is there, in most cases, for the first time 
as a first House planet. What can it mean 
if not that a great release of Neptunian 
energy has just taken place, probably as 
Neptune entered Libra at the last Fall 
equinox?

Astrological Origins 


The Fourth of a Series of Six Articles on 


the Origin and Evolution of Astrology 
Part IV 
HEBREW ASTROLOGY 


Tc seace GeBHARDT and his young 
friend, Paul Erlich, were seated as usual in 
the Professor’s little study. The Professor 
was speaking: 

“Many nations have arisen, trod the 
earth for a second of eternity, and passed 
away without our knowing anything of their 
history or whether they had a history at 
all. For no nation has or leaves a history 
except one that makes history by influ- 
encing the course of human development. 

“Israel was always a small, even a petty, 
nation, originally settled in a narrow span 
and never of any considerable importance 
in the political history of the East. 

“She never brought forth a Sargon or an 
Asshurbanipal. She was far surpassed in 
martial glory by the peoples of the great 
empires, and by the Romans in their influ- 
ence on the developmentof law. She had not 
the aesthetic feelings of the Greeks. She has 
no epics comparable to the Iliad and 
Odyssey, the Nibelungen Lied or the Kale- 
wala. 

“But what was lacking in art, science, 
law or philosophy was more than compen- 
sated for by the intensity and ultimate 
fervor of their religion. To a great many 
people, Biblical history stands for all the 
history there is. More is usually remem- 
bered concerning Adam, Abraham, Jacob, 
Saul, David and Solomon than about the 
majority of the heroes of our own history. 

“However, while the Bible, especially the 
Old Testament, contains many references 
to the sun, moon, the other planets and the 
zodiac, it is not there that we look for real 
information concerning their knowledge of 
the Science, but to the OT, the Talmud, the

Sefer Yezirah and the Jewish contemporary 
writers as they will be cited from time to 
time, and Bible passages will be referred to 
only as they may appear in conneétion with 
these authorities. 

“According to tradition, the race origi- 
nated in Chaldea, from where they later mi- 
grated under Abram, sometimes called the 
‘Father of the Race.’ 

“Astrology, called Hokmat ha-nissayon, 
or ‘the wisdom of prognostication,’ which 
was distinct from Hokmat ha-hizzayon, ‘the 
wisdom of star-seeing,’ or astronomy, was 
by them considered of celestial origin and as 
having been revealed to mankind by the 
rebellious angels. 

“Barakel taught star gazing, Kokabel 
taught astrology, Shehakeel the science of 
the clouds, Arkiel the signs of the earth, 
Samsiel the signs of the sun, and Scuriel 
the signs of the moon (Enoch viii 3). 

“Their admiration for astrology was due 
not so much to its importance in connection 
with reckoning time and the seasons, as for 
its power of forecasting the future. 

“Abraham, the Chaldean, bore upon his 
breast a large astrological tablet on which 
the fate of every man might be read. For 
this reason, according to the Haggadist, the 
kings of the East and of the West congre- 
gated every morning before his door in 
order to seek advice. It was to this tablet 
that the words, “The Lord had blessed 
Abraham in all things’ (Gen. 24:1) are 
said to allude (Tosef., Kid. v 17). 

“Abraham himself saw in it that he would 
have no second son, but God said unto him, 
‘Away with your astrology; for Israel there 
is no planet’ (Shab. 156a). 
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“Tt is also stated that Joab refused to join 
the conspiracy of Absalom against his 
father, David, because he had seen David’s 
favorable horoscope (Saub. 48a). 

“Their religious work of the most ancient 
date are rich in parables with an astrological 
connection. 

“A man to whom a son was born was met 
by an astrologer, who, on seeing the child 
declared that he was destined to become a 
bandit-chief, and must be abandoned in the 
desert. The father of the child refused, until 
the father of the astrologer told him to do 
just as his son had ordered. The father of 
the astrologer was God, the astrologer was 
Sarah, the child was Ishmael, and the 
father of the child was Abraham (Deut. R. 
iv 5), in accord with Gen. 21:12. 


“A man who had no son said to his at- 
tendants: ‘Buy pen and ink for my son.’ 
And the people took the man to be a great 
astrologer, for how could he have ordered 
pen and ink for his son had he not beheld 
beforehand that he was to have one? This 
was applied to God, who foresaw that He 
would, at some future time, give Israel the 
‘Torah (Gen. R. 14). 

“The question is asked: ‘Why did God 
proclaim his law amid fire and darkness, 
and not by the light of day?’ The answer 
is given in the form of a parable: A king, 
who was a great astrologer, gave his son in 
marriage, and hung black curtains before 
the bridal chamber saying: ‘I know that my 
son will not abide by his nuptial promises 
longer than forty days. Let not the people, 
in days to come, say that an astrologer such 
as I did not know what was to happen to 
his son.’ The astrologer was God, his son 
was Israel, and the bride was the Torah, by 
which the people abode no longer than forty 
days—from the revelation to the making of 
the golden calf (Pirke R. El xii). 


“Hebraic cosmology accords astrology a 
distinct place, as may be learned from the 
‘Sefer Yezirah,’ made up of two parts and 
collectively called the ‘Book of Creation,’ 
the authorship of which is credited to Abra- 
ham, and which probably had a greater in- 
fluence on the development of the Jewish 
mind than any other book after the com- 
pletion of the Talmud. 


“In fact, the Aristotelian Saadia, the 
Neoplatonist Ibn Gabirol, the speculative 
Cabalists of France and the Mystics of 
Germany all derived their doctrines from 
this remarkable work. 

“The ‘Book of Creation’ is exceedingly 
difficult to understand, because of its ob- 
scure, half-mystical style. The difficulty is 
enhanced by the lack of a critical edition, 
the present text admittedly containing 
many interpolations and alterations. Hence, 
there is a wide divergence of opinion re- 
garding the age, origin, actual contents 
and value of the book, since it is variously 
regarded as pre-Christian, Essene, Mish- 
naic, Talmudic, or geonic. 

“However, according to this extremely in- 
teresting work, three certain letters are the 
‘mothers,’ from which all the other letters 
of the alphabet are formed, and these same 
three are the symbolical figures of the 
primordal elements, the substances which 
underlie all existence. 


“The mute base is the symbol of the 
water in which the mute fish live, the hiss- 
ing base corresponds to the hissing fire, and 
the airy base represents the air. The first 
emanation from the spirit of God was the 
‘spirit-air,’ which produced fire, which in its 
turn produced the genesis of water. 

“In the beginning, however, these three 
substances had only a potential existence, 
and came into actual existence by means of 
the three base words. As these are the 
principal parts of speech, so these three 
substances, water, fire, and air, are the 
elements from which the Cosmos has been 
formed. 

“The Cosmos itself consists of three 
parts, the world, the year, or time, and 
man, which are combined in such a way 
that the three primordal elements are con- 
tained in each of the three categories. 

“The water formed the earth, heaven was 
produced from the fire, and the air was 
logically between the earth and the heavens. 
The Jewish seasons were originally three; 
winter, summer and the rainy season, cor- 
responding to water, fire and air in the 
same way that man consists of a head 
(fire), torso (air), and the other parts of 
the body (water). 
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“The seven double letters produced the 
seven planets, the seven days (first, sec- 
ond, third, etc), and the seven apertures in 
man’s head, which were the two eyes, two 
ears, two nostrils, and one mouth. 

“These seven double letters vary, being 
pronounced either hard or soft, so the seven 
planets were in continuous movement, ap- 
proaching or receding from the earth. 

“The seven days, in like manner, were 
created by the seven double letters because 
they change in time according to their re- 
lation to the planets. 

“The seven apertures in man’s head con- 
nected him with the outer world as the 
seven planets join heaven and earth. Hence, 
these organs are subject to the influence of 
the planets. The right eye was under Saturn, 
the left eye under Jupiter, and so on. 

“Twelve ‘simple’ letters created the 
twelve signs of the Zodiac, whose relation 
to the earth was always ‘simple,’ or stable, 
and to them belong the twelve months of 
time and the twelve ‘leaders’ in man. 

“These ‘leaders,’ as they were called, are 
those organs which perform functions in 
the body independent of the outside world, 
being the two hands, the two feet, the two 
kidneys, the gall-bladder, the stomach, liver, 
intestines, pancreas and spleen, and they 
were accordingly subject to the signs of the 
zodiac. 

“Power emanated from the seven planets 
and the twelve signs, controlling the destiny 
of mankind. ‘The Dragon’ ruled over the 
world (matter and the heavenly bodies), 
the sphere ruled time, and the heart ruled 
over the human body. The summation is: 
‘The Dragon is like to a king on his throne, 
the Sphere like a king traveling in his 
country, and the Heart like a king at war,’ 
these three having special occult signifi- 
cance. 

“The Talmud subscribes to the geocen- 
tric theory of the universe, in which the 
earth is stationary and the stars and 
planets move about it, and also sets out 
other astronomical theories. 

“The sun traveled in four directions. 
During Nisan, Iyyar and Siwan, the Spring 
months, it traveled in the south, in order 
to melt the snow; during Tammuz, Ab and 


Elul, the Summer, it was directly over the 
earth, in order to ripen the fruit; during 
Tishri, Heshwan and Kislew, Autumn, 
above the sea, in order to absorb the waters, 
and in Tebet, Shebat and Adar, the Win- 
ter, over the desert in order that the grain 
might not dry up and wither. 

“The sun had 365 windows, 182 in the 
east and 182 in the west, together with. one 
in the middle, the place of its first entrance, 
The course described by it in a year was 
traversed by the moon in 30 days. 

“The four solstices, the Tekufort of 
Nisan, Tammuz, Tishri and Tebet, were 
often mentioned as determining the seasons 
of the year. 

“That the revolutions of the moon were 
undoubtedly known is amply shown by the 
statement, ‘Israel computes by the moon, 
the other nations by the sun’ (Suk. 29a), 
and their months and years were evidently 
lunar. 

“The Milky Way was called the ‘Fire- 
Stream,’ with which Daniel (7:10) seems to 
agree, and one of their philosophers num- 
bers the stars in the belt of the zodiac 
by saying: ‘There are twelve mazzaroths 
(signs), each having thirty armies, each 
army thirty camps, each camp thirty 
legions, each legion thirty cohorts, each co- 
hort thirty corps, and each corps has 365 
thousand myriads of stars entrusted to it.’ 

“From the names of the seven planets 
were derived the names of the days of the 
week, and each day was consecrated to the 
particular planet that ruled during the 
early hours of the morning. 


“The names were as follows:

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“According to the first letter of each, 
they are collectively called TeSHeT, SaAb, 
MaAk, and GeDaD. 

“The first three are in the east, the sec- 
ond three in the south, the third three in 
the west and the last three in the north, 
and all are attendant upon the sun. Ac- 
cording to one conception, Aries, Leo and 
Sagittarius faced northward; Taurus, Virgo 
and Capricorn faced westward; Gemini, 
Libra and Aquarius southward, and Cancer, 
Scorpio and Pisces eastward. ' 

“Before the disintegration of the Nation, 
there was a connection between the celestial 
orders, the angels, the tribes, and the 
zodiacal signs, which, according to one 
authority, was as follows:

“Belief in the planetary influences, both 
at conception and birth, was general. Every 
person had a particular star, constellation 
or sign, under which he had been born, as 
a guardian spirit, and which definitely af- 
fected his fate. The stars of the proselytes 
were already witnesses of the Revelation 
on Mt. Sinai (Shab. 146a). Animals had 
no stars or signs, and were therefore more 
liable to death or injury. (Shab. 53b). On 
the other hand every blade of grass had 
its own particular star, which bade it grow 
(Gen, R x 6). 

“Causeless fear in man was a sign that 
his star saw danger (Meg. 3a). The first 
day of illness was concealed from mankind 


in order that the influence of one’s star 


might not be weakened, and the setting 
of one’s star or constellation betokened that 
death might be near (Ber. 55b). 

“Raba, a prominent Babylonian amora, 
or teacher, said: ‘Duration of life, progeny 
and substance are dependent upon the con- 
stellations’ (M.K. 28a). 


“God tells Eleazar ben Pedat, an indigent 
teacher of the Talmud, that He would have 
to overturn the world, were He to release 
him from poverty, he having been born in 
an unlucky hour (Ta ’an. 25a). 

“One part of the doctrine very strongly 
adhered to was the belief in beneficent and 
evil days, as determined by the planets gov- 
erning those days, for certain . periods; 
years, months, days and hours, were benefi- 
cent or evil. 

“Akiba, a prominent amora, contended 
against the belief that the year before the 
jubilee was exceptionally blessed, and also 
condemned the belief that no new business 
should be begun on the new moon, on Fri- 
day, or on the Sabbath evening (Sifre, 
Deut. 171; Sifra, Kedoshim, iv; Sanh. 65). 

“It was dangerous to drink water on 
Wednesday and Friday evenings (Pes, 
112a), and Samuel, a teacher of the Law, 
physician and astrologer, taught that it 
was dangerous to bleed a patient on Mon- 
day, Tuesday, or Thursday, particularly 
Thursday, as Mars. ruled the even-num- 
bered hours of that day, when evil influences 
were at their height. It was considered 
equally dangerous to undergo this operation 
on a Wednesday falling on the 4th, the 14th 
or the 24th of the month, or on a Wednes- 
day occurring within less than four days 
of the new moon. The new moon was like- 
wise regarded as an unfavorable season 
for bleeding, as were also the 3rd of the 
month and the day preceding any festival 
(Shab. 129b). 

“On Joshua b. Levi’s ‘tablets,’ it is stated 
that men born on Sunday will be dis- 
tinguished, on Monday wrathful, on Tues- 
day wealthy, on Wednesday intelligent and 
enlightened, on Thursday benevolent, and 
on Friday pious, while those born on Sat- 
urday were destined to die on Saturday. 
Only four of these delineations are based 
on the days of Creation, from which it 
would appear that the conclusions are not 
really those of Levi, but probably originated 
with the Amoraim, or Council of Teachers. 

“Rabbi Hanina later said to his pupils: 
‘Go to the son of Levi and tell him that 
the fate of a person is not decided by the 
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constellations of the day, but by those of 
the hour,’ indicating an effort to place the 
science upon a more accurate basis by 
noting and considering the exact hour of 
birth, in expectation of a more accurate 
delineation. 

“More of the rules followed by these 
Hebraic astrologers were: Those born while 
the sun rules in the heavens (between sun- 
rise and sunset) had a brilliant career be- 
fore them, and they would eat and drink of 
their own substance. However, their secrets 
would be divulged, and they would never 
prosper by theft. 

“The hapless born under the influence of 
the moon, however, would suffer much sor- 
row; they would build and demolish, build 
and demolish, demolish and build, and they 
would eat not of their own substance. 
Nevertheless, their secrets would be safe, 
and should they steal they would escape 
detection. 

“Those born under the dominion of 
Venus were destined to wealth and sensual 
enjoyment, because fire was suspended on 
this planet. 

“Birth under Mercury foretold intelli- 


‘gence and enlightenment, Mercury being 


the scribe of the Sun. The plans of those 
born under the influence of Saturn would 
be overthrown. 

“The righteous and the charitable were 
born under Jupiter, and the shedders of 
blood under Mars, but this latter delinea- 
tion, says Ashi, may also refer to surgeons 
and butchers (Shab. 156a). 

“An eclipse of the sun was an evil omen 
for men and nations, while an eclipse of the 
moon was a particular fatality for Israel, 
their reckoning of time being based upon 
it. (Mek. Bo, i; Suk. 29a). When the vernal 
equinox occurred during the hour of Jupi- 
ter, the power of the fruit-trees was broken, 
and when the winter solstice fell within 


this hour the seed of the field dried up. . 


“Coming from the East, the Hebrews 
were looked upon as the heirs and successors 
of the Chaldeans in astfology, and, prob- 
ably for this reason, were regarded by the 
Occidental world as skilful masters of the 
Art, their powers to foresee future events 
filling the multitudes with awe and fear. 
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“Fostering this belief, astrologers were 
wont to sit at the entrance to the harbors 
and predict how every parcel of merchan- 
dise would be disposed of (Eccl. R. i 14; 
Midr. Panim Aherim to Esth. iii 7). 

“On one occasion the astrologers prophe- 
sied to a non-Hebrew that his fortune 
would fall into the hands of a pious Hebrew 
Sabbath observer. Thinking to forestall the 
prediction, the fortune was invested in a 
diamond and worn by the possessor, but 
it fell into the water and was later found 
by a Jew in the stomach of a fish that he 
had bought for his Sabbath meal (Shab. 
119a). 

“An astrologer prophesied of a new-born 
male infant that he was destined to become 
a thief, because of which the mother always 
kept the head of the child covered in order 
that ‘the fear of heaven be upon him,’ and 
admonished him constantly to pray for 
divine grace. In spite of all, after he had 
grown to manhood and attained the dignity 
of a teacher of the Law, the covering once 
fell from his head and he fulfilled the 
sinister prediction by plucking and eating 
the fruit of a tree which did not belong to 
him (Shab. 156b). 

“Another teacher of the Law declined a 
position as head of the school because a 
Chaldean astrologer had predicted that he 
should occupy the master’s chair for only 
two years; and this prophesy indeed proved 
true when he finally accepted the position 
twenty-two years later (Ber. 64a). 

“When Pharaoh made Joseph vice-regent, 
his astrologers asked: ‘Would you elevate 
this slave, purchased for twenty pieces of 
silver, to be ruler over us?’ and Pharaoh 
answered, ‘I see the colors of rulership 
in him.’ (Sotah 36b). Here, as elsewhere, 
colors played an important part in 
astrology. 

“A few peculiar situations are recorded, 
although it is not indicated whether the 
astrologer was to blame for a lack of 
proper, careful delineation, or whether the 
subject did not carefully consider the de- 
lineation from all-possible angles. 

“Tt was through an astrologer that the 
wife of Potiphar learned that she was to 
have a son by Joseph, and it was for this 
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reason that she regarded him with extreme 
favor. There was an error, however, for the 
interpretation should have been made as 
referring to her daughter who subsequently 
became Joseph’s wife and the mother of a 
son (Gen. R. Ixxxv. 2, lxxxii 4). 


“Pharaoh’s astrologers perceived that the 
mother of the future redeemer of Israel 
was with child, and that the child was 
destined to suffer punishment through 
water. Not knowing whether the child was 
to be an Israelite or an Egyptian, and de- 
siring to prevent the redemption of Israel 
in a manner seemingly indicated by the 
horoscope, Pharaoh ordered that all chil- 
dren born thereafter should be drowned; 
but when the Egyptians remonstrated 
against the edict, he restricted it to Jewish 
infants. But there was an érror, for the 
reference in the horoscope in regard to 
danger from water proved to be referring 
to the waters of Meribah (Numbers 20:12, 
13, 23, 24), and not to the waters of the 
Nile, although a certain amount of danger 
was there also. 

“A barber, who was also an astrologer, 
perceived that the Jews would shed his 
blood; consequently he murdered a number 
of them who visited him professionally. But 
he had erred in his deduction, for the refer- 
ence was to the blood which he was to lose 
at circumcision on his conversion to Juda- 
ism (Yer. ’Ab. Zarah ii 41a). 


“Although the majority of the Elders 
frowned upon the Science as a whole, it 
was no easy matter for the wise men of the 
nation to resist the influence of ‘The Wis- 
dom of the East.’ Nevertheless, so far as 
is recorded there were few teachers of the 
Talmud who practiced the art openly. How- 
ever, there was one, Samuel of Babylon, 
who became an adept, but even he, quoting 
the words, ‘It (the Law) is not in the 
heavens’ (Deut. 30:12), said: ‘Torah can 
not go together with the art that studies 
the heavens’ (Deut. R. viii 6). 

“A. similar remark was made by the 
Babylonian Jose of Huzal, when he said: 
‘We should not appeal to the Chaldeans, 
for it is written, (Deut. 18:13), “Thou shalt 
be perfect with the Lord Thy God”’ 
(Pes. 113b). 


“In the 8th and 9 centuries, the Jews 
were the foremost masters in astrology. 
Jacob Ibn Tarik, an authority, is reported 
to have carried the astronomical tables 
(ephemerides) of the Hindus to Bagdad 
during 777. The contemporary of Tarik 
was Mashallah, the famous court astrologer 
of Almansur and Manum, some of whose 
works Ibn Ezra translated from the Arabic 
into Hebrew. 

“Another Jewish astrologer of note was 
Sahl b. Bishr al-Israeli, of about 820, A.D., 
also called Rabban al-Tabari, ‘Rabbi of 
Tabaristan,’ whose astrological works still 
exist partly in the original, and were trans- 
lated into Hebrew and Latin. 

“As a matter of fact, most of the works 
on astrology composed by Mohammedan 
scholars—those ascribed to Abu Maashar, 
Al-Kabisi, and Abu Al-Rijal—were trans- 
lated into Hebrew by Jews, or they com- 
posed compendiums of such under their 
own names. 

“Moses Ben Maimon, or ‘Maimonides’ 
(1135-1204 A.D.), was the only authority 
who opposed astrology energetically. He 
concluded that it was forbidden by the Law 
in the verse, ‘Ye shall not observe times,’ 
and declared it to be bordering upon 
idolatry. 

“Abraham b. Hiyya, the great mathema- 
tician and astronomer of Barcelona, Spain, 
in the 12th century, was an astrologer, as 
was also David Gans (1541-1613), remem- 
bered as an astronomer, historian and friend 
of Tycho de Brahe, who, in his ‘Zemah 
David,’ or historical annals of his people, 
laid great stress upon the influence of the 
constellations upon history.” 
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The Chaldean Era 
of Restitution 


Tracing the Origin of the Rosicrucian Order to the 
Ancient Order of Chaldean Scientists 


I. has long been a matter of common 
knowledge that the great and famous Chal- 
dean order of scientists now called the 
Rosicrucians, flourished under the gov- 
ernance of a very anciently instituted 
astrological cycle, the Chaldean cycle of 
“restitution,” consisting of 108.1777876 
years, or six times the saros period of 
18.02963127 years Julian (6585.322823 
days). eT 

For 108 years the Rosicrucians are active 
and then for the next 108 years lapse into a 
state of comparative quiescence (see maga- 
zines and lectures of the modern organiza- 
tion in California). It is like the phe- 
nomena of wakefulness followed by a period 
of slumber, so commonly seen in all animal 
life. It is as though this organization was 
like a grand man, or great person, who 
regularly observes his appointed time for 
wakefulness and for sleep, in a period aver- 
aging 108.1777876 Julian years. Asa mat- 
ter of fact, there is some reason to believe 
the Rosicrucians merely follow an astrologi- 
cal law common to all humanity, but do so 
under ceremonial ritual, thereby preserving 
a special and continuous record not so easily 
traceable throughout the history of the 
Masses. 

This great astrological law is fairly well 
expressed by the Latin word “restitutio,” 
when taken in the sense of-a kind of restora- 
tion of energy, as in sleep. Humanity on 
earth sleeps for 108 years and then enters 
a waking period of similar length, the 
epochs of these changes being preserved to

us by the modern Rosicrucians, who are 
direct descendants of the ancient Chaldean 
order. 

According to the records of this organiza- 
tion, the last great era of expansion and 
wakefulness closed at the eclipse of April 
13, 1801, which occurred in the 24th degree 
of Aries, and from then until the eclipse of 
June 18, 1909, the order remained in a state 
of quiescence, preparation, or secret ac- 
tivity. But on that date a revival or a 
wakefulness began which will not end until 
the eclipse of August, 2017 A.D. 

At the eclipse of February 9, 1693, an 
era of broad publicity and wakefulness be- 
gan, in the Rosicrucian order, and on June 
23, 1694, a Rosicrucian colony was founded 
at Philadelphia, having been fully organized 
during the year before, with a complete 
coterie of officers endowed with full power 
and authority to expand the order’s mem- 
bership and activities throughout this 
country. During this period from 1693 to 
1801 the membership appears to have in- 
cluded a number of notable persons, 
among them Sir Isaac Newton, Lord Bul- 
wer, the great astrologer Benjamin Frank- 
lin, Thomas Jefferson, Thomas Paine and 
George Washington, who passed out just 
at the close of this great era of wakefulness, 
having, as he himself hinted in his farewell 
address to the army, ended his mission, 

It is also notable that Sir Francis Bacon 
secretly published the Shakespearean plays 
and also his “Novum Organum” about the 
middle of a period of secrecy and quiescence 
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in the order, while he was at the head of 
the organization in Europe. 

The true epochs in this great Chaldean 
cycle of restitution are on dates of Solar 
eclipses spaced 1338 lunations apart, 
though at times an adjustment must be 
made to 1337 or 1339 lunations, owing to 
the inequality of the Moon’s motion. In 
this short article a full table of the eclipse 


epochs back to the early Chaldean period 
cannot well be given, yet such a table would 
undoubtedly serve as a guide and great aid 
in the study of history. However, for the 
benefit of astrological students the plane- 
tary longitudes are here given for the last 
three epochs of the great Chaldean period 
of “restitution.”

The mean period of the Saros in Julian 
years is about 18y, 10d, 18h, or 
18.02963127. Multiplying this by six we 
get 108.777876 years as the mean period of 
restitution. This mean period varies, 
slightly, so also does the periods of the 
eclipses to which the epochs should be 
fitted, yet for the purpose of making a 
general survey of history as coinciding 
with these cycles of time we may give a 
rough tabulation of mean dates (only to 


first decimal place), counting back from 
the epoch of 1909.460000, in terms of 
Julian years. This is from the eclipse of 
June 17, 1909. As a rule the epochs begin 
at that eclipse next preceding the summer 
solstice, or when the sun is increasing in 
north declination. Since the epochs alter- 
nate, a * is used to mark that epoch 
which begins the cycle of activity or wake- 
fulness.

Conclusion 


ss axioms of the Science of Semantics 
might have been coined long ago by As- 
trology. “There is no right or wrong; there 
is only right relationship,” is the field of 
astrology itself. “Let’s wait and see,” is 
Saturn’s own wisdom and caution, for 
Saturn will not favor the man who “can’t 
wait.” And “No word has the same mean- 
ing to two people, or the exact same mean- 
ing twice,” because context alters its feeling. 
How many thousands of years is it before 
the planets as they move in the heavens 
can return to their exact same positions 
and relationships? Can they ever do so, 
since the whole system moves from one 
fixed star to another through the aeons? 
“All that we know of anything is its rela- 
tionships. This holds for everything in our 
natural cosmos from electrons to faith, hope 
and charity.” 

The soul is the subconscious mind and 
it must be “saved” from wrong thinking: 
so say many metaphysicians and psycho- 
analysts and semanticists. Words and 
thoughts canalize the mind and when these 
are contrary to fact, they can wreck the 
body. It is the cortex or cortical part of 
the mind which they wreck, that smaller 
area which in the process of civilization 
has developed us far beyond the thalamic 
responses of the larger areas of the instinc- 
tual mind. Thus, a pure and good woman 
is often the very one to become the victim 
of an evil man, or a good man the victim 
of an evil woman, just because there has 
been crushed down into the subconscious 
all evil thoughts which have tried to come 
to the surface and be ejected from the 
periphora into the graveyard of egested 
thought, ideas that ought to have become 
sewage in the world process. (Do mental 
Operations cause minute electrical dis- 
charges, and are electronic fractions thus 


dispersed actual builders of substance?) 
- If we are not to make frequent use of 
the verb “is,” since whatever things “are” 
briefly, they are ever becoming something 
further or something else, then challenge 
everything. Be skeptical. Listen for fact 
distortion. Look for differences instead of 
likenesses. Is not this the way of the super- 
astrologer, seeking differences rather than 
the possible banalities of likeness? 
Astrologers often use the idea of a map 
or blue-print to picture the function of the 
horoscope. Teachers of Semantics speak 
of the words we use as “maps,” correct or 
incorrect maps for finding the way. If 
a teacher can give to the pupil correct word- 
values which correspond with FACTS and 
the “territory,” or actuality, of life, then 
his pupil can find his way, and he will not 
so suffer the shocks and misfortunes of fate, 
because he has correct judgment. He will 
not be wordy or over-verbalized. He will 
not plunge into relationships and situations, 
wasting work, acting foolishly, going up one 
alley or another instead of the clear road 
ahead. He will know his terrain, even 
though he has not been there earlier in 
person. Maps are the only way we have 
of knowing any land where we have not 
been, such maps as honest writers make, 
who have actually been in the places or 
circumstances of which they write and yet 
give consideration to the fact that there 
must be room for alterations in new high- 
ways and the sort of conveyances different 
people use in covering territory. Supersti- 
tions, for instance, may be “verbalizations” 
which are used instead of correct “maps.” 
Some people make maps which are decora- 
tive and artistic rather than factual: look at 
Pisces who collects often for the mere fun 
of collecting, and clutters up his mind and 
his house with superfluous information. 
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Animals that have little or no cortex, 
practice or can be taught to practice what 
is called “signal reaction,’ such as we see 
in experimentations with rats in their search 
in the laboratories for food offered them 
by scientists in experiniental manners. A 
common illustration given of such reaction 
is the cat which knows its food may come 
from the refrigerator, and when it hears 
the refrigerator door open and shut, comes 
running whether it is feeding time or not. 
The man with cortical reaction does not 
rush to eat in the same way. He may stop 
to consult the clock or his own appetite 
before he moves. The animal acts to sig- 
nals; man only uses symbols. Signals pro- 
voke action, symbols provoke thought. The 
“symbolic process” is the height of com- 
munication from man to man. Such symbols 
may be personal and exist between two 
persons only, or they may be universal, 
such as were the ideograms of antiquity. 

The symbolic process does not belong to 
civilization only but is equally part of the 
cult which precedes civilization. It acts 
in most departments of human living. We 
judge others by our own symbolism, and 
what we call intuitions are often the small 
identifications with other things or other 
people which are transferred unconsciously 
to the thing or person we now regard. Sym- 
bols contribute to the intricacies rather than 
the simplicities of living; yet they can 
Suggest so much with so little effort. Con- 
sider the astrological symbol, or the sym- 
bols in shorthand writing. 

There are also the ways that primitive 
peoples react to symbols as well as the in- 
tensely civilized contexts which crowd nu- 
merous meanings into a symbol, according 
to the richness or diversity of a man’s ex- 
perience and intellect and former associa- 
tions with such symbols. 

Avoiding the superlatives which are 
associated with the square aspect in a 
horoscope is the first step toward overcom- 
ing the native’s difficulties and fate—the 
first step in both living by Semantics and 
living by Astrology. Jupiter and Uranus 
and their superlatives and the superlative 
allied greed, can be disciplined alike by 
using fewer and better words, by eating less 
and better food, by disciplining the Self 


to slower and better demands, by dis- 
crimination before choice. The use of key- 
words and clear factual expression can be- 
come a major method of correcting the fate 
of these astrological squares. 

What is it that stands between us and 
the mutual understandings with others? 
Our words. Different vocabularies. “We 
speak the same language’ is the key to 
successful human relations, the key, also 
to the solution of international differences 
and hates. “The togetherness of conversa- 
tion” can be indeed the stronghold of the 
word. Yet identification, or too much of it, 
can be fallacy, and simplifying meanings 
too far a mistake. The FEEL of things 
is often the true communication. In reading 
a difficult treatise or book, we are advised 
to skim through it first to get this “feel.” 

It would seem that long lists of Key- 
words for astrologers might be a mistake, 
and that fewer, simple ones would be a new, 
important branch of this science. SANE 
WORDS CAN MAKE SANE PEOPLE. 

Semantics uses the term “loaded words.” 
Words can be dynamite. Accurate report- 
ing is good preparation for anyone’s use of 
language, reporting untinctured with per- 
sonal bias. To reach the heart of another 
person, learn his peculiar vocabulary and 
use it to him. Do not be afraid to use rough 
words if they convey the meaning. If 
honest, dispense with inferences, both in 
speaking and listening. Take the meaty 
kernel from the shell. It is unfair to play © 
upon the feelings and prejudices of lis- 
teners with popular phrases calculated to 
rouse hatreds. The clever speaker may, 
even so, use the nuance for the listener cap- 
able of understanding it and at the same 
time speak a truth to another man not 
equally subtle. That sort of speech can 
be fun. It CAN be dangerous. If people 
are “mostly noise,” as Westbrook Pegler 
puts it, what they say is not heard. 

By listening to a man’s vocabulary an 
expert Semanticist can shortly make a list 
of poison words for him to eliminate from 
his speech, thus changing his bad nervous 
reaction springing from these wrong terms, 
and allowing his mental and physical health 
to surge up for action, to bring him peace, 
and at the same time, eagerness and success. 
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Libra: the Weighing of the Heart in 


the Scales of Justice 


S previously stated above in the an- 
alysis of Virgo, the “Underworld” Triad of 
the signs Virgo-Libra-Scorpio corresponds 
to the “Three Steps” of awakening ex- 
perience needed for the attainment of Con- 
sciousness of Spirit in Matter—again the 
three symbolic “Days” to be passed in the 
underworld of the so-called “Valley of 
Death” before Resurrection or Rebirth of 
the Soul into the Consciousness of Reality 
—Life eternal and Indestructible. 

The inner significance of these first two 
steps may be briefly summarized as follows: 

Virgo: the submergence of the “Virgin 
Soul” into the material realms of self-cre- 
ated illusion—the perverted illusion of 
Reality created by the ignorance of the 
lower mind motivated by desire and self- 
will. An energy of critical analysis for the 
purpose of awakening the discriminative 
faculties of the Mind—the “messenger” of 
the God-within—that Wisdom may be 
learned through actual experience in the 
schoolroom of Life and the sleeping Soul 
aroused through the activities of selfless 
service to all and devotion to the evolution- 
ary Purpose—the attainment of Conscious- 
ness of the One Soul. 

Libra: the “Heart” activities of the awak- 
ening Soul are weighed in the “Scales of 
Justice.” An energy of balance through 
which both sides of every question and 
problem must be perceived that the intent 
of all actions may be realized. 

Where the first step may be said to pro- 
vide the test of Illusion, this second step 
may be said to give the ¢est of Reality, in 
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which the discriminative faculties are tested 
and tried by the “weight” of the “Heart” 
or the awakening power of the:Love ele- 
ment of the Soul to perceive Reality. 

In the ancient Egyptian Rites of Initia- 
tion to which these steps of expanding con- 
sciousness correspond, this second Step— 
symbolic of the peculiar quality of the 
energy as Libra—was known as the 
“Weighing of the Heart” in the Scales of 
Tehuti or Thoth-Hernes, the god of Wis- 
dom. It signified that period of Soul awak- 
ening in which all actions of the past must 
be weighed, analyzed and balanced against 
the “feather” of Truth; when the egoic 
heart must be weighed in the scales of di- 
vine justice. The Initiatory scene depicted 
in the “Book of the Dead” shows the “Can- 
didate” awaiting the verdict of the “Scales,” 
as the estate of the future life is dependent 
upon the heart “weight” in creative Power. 

Remembering on the Zodi- 
acal Wheel of manifestation oP 
that Libra, the sign of the 
“Depths,” is that of the 
densest point of crystalliza- 
tion in matter, it will be un- 
derstood why this energy was 
known.as the “Pit” of the ft 
underworld, or “Hades.” In 
perpendicular polarity opposition to Aries, 
the sign of the Source of Spirit, it is seen 
to be the turning point of the arcs of involu- 
tionary descent into matter and evolution- 
ary reascent into conscious spirituality. It 
therefore represents the period of realiza- 
tion when man, now able to “face both 
ways,” confronts the Choice which leads 
either to the “Heights” of Attainment or 
the depths of soul “annihilation,” hence the 
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“Judgment Day” period of the weighing of 
the collective heart of Humanity, long 
warned by the Biblical Prophets as the 
“time of the end’—of the age of mate- 
rialism. 

Esoterically considered, the energy of 
Libra rules this present critical period of 
the “crucifixion” of the material “Body” 
that the Soul of Man may be released from 
the underworld of self-created illusion to be 
Reborn into the Eternity of Life Reality ... 
if the “weight” of the heart activity so war- 
rants! It is the step in which man must 
either “die to the body” or “die to the 
Soul.” 

Symboliged by the Golden Scales of 
Truth or Justice (cause and effect), this 
energy has the peculiar characteristic of 
precipitating the “fruits” of past action 
that they may be recognized in the light of 
Truth and transmuted into positive heart 
action. It is therefore seen to be an energy 
of interactivity of all extremes: of ignorance 
and Wisdom; of destructive and construc- 
tive activity and intent; of darkness and 
Light; other chaos and inner Peace; weak- 
ness and Power; inertia and vitality; death 
and Life. The blending of illusion with the 
Real; the appearance of Truth in the garb 
of the unknown, and of false prophets in 
the glittering raiment of “Truth” for the 
testing of the recognition of the Real, only 
to be discerned through the awakening 
Power of the Heart which Knows—as the 
Heart is the “Abode of the Flaming Soul” 
of Aries. Accordingly the keynote of this 
sign is: the Flame is awakened to Consci- 
ousness in the depths. 

The energy of Libra can be said to be 
divided into three distinct aspects of quali- 

fication, to be understood through its glyph 
and the three forces of planetary rulership, 
which may be generalized under the terms 
Body, Mind and Soul, as this is the “‘place” 
of synchronization of these three forces, i.e., 
the “Pit” where the “Three in One” of the 
Trinity must be manifest: the negative and 
positive polarities of Creative Being ensoul- 
ing the Form of Living Matter. 

The balancing qualities of this energy of 
synthesis of Spirit (or Spiritual Soul) and 
Matter of the arcs of descent and ascent 
are found in the glyph =, where the “Sun” 


of the Solar Ego is seen either sinking be- 
low the horizon of the material world or 
rising from it—according to the reaction 
and use of its power. 

In its lowest negative state this energy as 
that of dense matter is under the lower 
rulership of the Earth; giving the charac- 
teristic of inertia to those responding to this 
aspect. 

In its highest quality of Enlightenment 
it is under the Initiatory Power of Venus, 
which is that of the Flaming Heart. In its 
more mundane interpretation and reaction 
this rulership of Venus bestows a great love 
of Beauty and inspires artistic creativity. 

The Mind correspondence is under the 
exalted rulership of Saturn—or the concrete 
mind in its highest aspect of intellectuality. 

Psychologically, this energy of Libra 
gives impartiality, balance, good judgment, 
a love of justice, a desire to adjust and bring 
order out of chaos. It is equilibrium in 
accord with the laws of nature. 

Law, science, religion and philosophy are 
the lines of least resistance for the voca- 
tional interest. Sound and inclined to be 
conventional, those under this influence 
have an appreciation of beauty and cere- 
monial which will guide their choice in 
matters of religion. Adverse to fanaticism, 
or bigotry, they yet reverence the past and 
the established, preferring the known quan- 
tity, whatever its imperfections, to the un- 
known. Judging and weighing the present, 
they are apt to be limited in vision—the 
weakness of the typical judicial mentality. 
Balancing one viewpoint against the other, 
always able to see both sides to every ques- 
tion, their impartiality often leads to hes- 
itation and inaction, the lower negative 
type becoming completely incapable of 
decisive activity which results in stagnation 
and apathy. 

The aesthetic sense is strongly developed 
and there is natural good taste, love of 
beauty, orderliness and proportion. Tem- 
perate and sensitive, there is a dislike of 
extremes or violence. Often accurately 
sensual, they are too refined in taste to be 
submerged in the gross or bestial. In nas 
ture they have peculiar charm, a gentle per- 
suasiveness combined with unusual tact

A Study of the Planet Mercury 


According to the Tenets of Arabian Astrology 
Part II 


THE PART OF PSYCHOLOGICAL RELEASE 


T HE Arabian parts formed by the planet 
Mercury, like any of these parts, consist of 
two in the case of each other planet brought 
into relationship with Mercury. The first 
of the articles in this new series* presented 
the positive “part” of the Mercury-Mars 
relationship, or that one established by the 
distance from the slower to the faster mov- 
ing of the two bodies; the corresponding 
negative part, created by the distance from 
the faster to the slower, will now be con- 
sidered. Because Mars is the planet of 
initiative, these two parts show the most 
primitive approach of man’s mind to his 
problems. The Part of Realism was seen 
to be “positive” in the sense of revealing the 
more practical, immediate or direct way the 
mind acts in grasping a situation. 

Little difficulty is encountered by the 
average person in recognizing the practical 
approach of the mind to the exigencies of 
day by day events, and the first of these 
mental parts is extraordinarily useful in re- 
vealing the particular direction of circum- 
stances into which the intellectual capacities 
are focused at any initial moment of issue. 
The other facet of this mental alertness is 
a much more difficult idea to grasp, and yet 
the negative Mercury-Mars part has an 
even greater value in horoscopic guidance. 
The window of the mind here looks out 
upon a vast world of “might be,” as against 
the usual environment of well-established 
limitation, and it is in terms of his re- 
sponse to an illimitable potential that man 
reaches his greatest spiritual stature.

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It is important at this point not to con- 
fuse the concept with imagination, or with 
any of the many mechanisms by which 
man’s mind provides his experience with the 
accompanying color and warmth of reality 
as in contrast with that direct necessity of 
act and reaction which Mars indicates 
whenever it is concerned. The simplest idea 
for expressing the relationship here is “wish- 
ful thinking,” but this phrase has an unfor- 
tunate connotation. As a matter of fact, 
this particular faculty of the mind is often 
employed on the debit side of the ledger, 
but it does not follow that the wasteful or 
destructive application is of necessity with- 
out value. 

The astrologer must never lose sight of 
the fact that intellectual experience is vi- 
carious, and that a most important part of 
the tentative trial-and-error outreachings of 
the consciousness are purely experimental, 
and of worth because they can be discarded. 
Thus a man “in his mind” sees the possi- 
bility of given action, and proceeds far 
enough, purely as a matter of thought or 
inner contemplation, to discover that the 
chain of consequences are not what he 
wishes. As a result he does‘not act. All 
social choice is based on this ability of the 
individual to weigh the pros and cons in 
every situation. The foundation of all hu- 
man morality is in the fact that a given per- 
son is able to get most of his mistakes out 
of his system vicariously, or by imaginative 
initiative. 

The Part of Release thus represents the 
focus in mental interest by which the native 
enlarges the scope of his choices. In very 
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simple fashion it shows a relaxation of 
mental stress or strain, or a letting go in the 
drive of self on the mental level. Here is the 
psychological release which is provided, on 
the constructive side, by all the arts, or 
what Aristotle terms a catharsis. The part 
can actually be used on the lowest levels to 
provide an insight into the manner and 
structure of human dissipation. It has ex- 
ceptional value in the abnormal case, be- 
cause it suggests modes of therapy or means 
for sympathetic understanding. 

In the everyday experience of everyone, 
the Green Pastures impulses of the mind 
have a quite important role. Escapism is 
a stimulus, in the largest sense, to more 
direct “realistic” action. The individual 
who explores many tentative choices before 
proceeding in a starker pursuit of his inter- 
ests, has much depth to bring to every phase 
of life. The “adventuresome experience 
of the tentative” is the principal mechanism 
by which man rises above the animal, to 
become a social creature. If the Part of 
Realism shows where attention is “on the 
job,” this new Mercury-Mars relationship 
shows where the attention is “on vaca- 
tion,” as it were, for the purpose of sharpen- 
ing itself or increasing its capacities, and in 
general, enhancing its own dynamic. 

The Part of Release lies at that dis- 
tance from the ascendant, in the normal 
direction in the zodiac, at which Mars is 
found, in the same direction, from Mercury. 
The easiest method of calculation is to add 
the longitude of Mars to that of the ascend- 
ant, and then to subtract the longitude of 
Mercury from the sum, the normal tech- 
nique for locating all the Arabian parts. 


Your Part of Release in the 1st House. 
It is impossible for you to sustain a healthy 
interest in life except as you are able to 
surround yourself with interesting people, 
or are able to take a friendly interest in the 
problems and struggles of many intimates. 
Andrew Carnegie* is an excellent example 
because, of all the so-called “robber barons” 
developed in the 19th century industrialism 
and untrammeled financial expansion, he

alone was known for the extent to which he 
developed and encouraged others, or liter- 
ally made fortunes for the people asso- 
ciated with him. Life is only worthwhile 
to you when you are able to keep “one jump 
ahead” of all possibilities, and so see what 
they can mean to you if and when you 
choose to take them seriously. You will 
save yourself much grief and waste of 
energy if you recognize the fact that your 
own personality must have a wide recogni- 
tion from others as an encouragement for 
you, and if you do not hesitate to advance 
your own prominence in every legitimate 
way. 


Your Part of Release in the 2nd House. 
It is impossible for you to sustain a healthy 
interest in life except as you are able to get 
your hands on sufficient psychological re- 
sources to enjoy a reasonable prodigality, 
and so do not ever feel that you are ex- 
hausting your own inner potentials. Fréd- 
éric Chopin is an excellent example, be- 
cause of the rather outrageous way he 
settled down on George Sand, not only per- 
mitting her to shoulder the economic load 
of a rather one-sided partnership, but in- 
sisting upon the right to dictate the course 
of her private affairs. Life is only worth- 
while to you when you are able to partici- 
pate in the special concerns of other people, 
totally apart from any reward to yourself 
or any responsibility legitimately your own. 
You will save yourself much grief and waste 
of energy when you realize that this quirk 
of character, which, when out of hand is an 
objectionable busy-bodiness, is normally a 
great asset as a real social grace. 


Your Part of Release in the 3rd House. 
It is impossible for you to sustain a healthy 
interest in life except as you are able to 
have a busy and amateur finger in most of 
the community functions around you, or 
can make yourself a one-man committee to 
help make the wheels of ordinary life go 
around more smoothly. Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle is an excellent example, because in 
his writings he exemplified man’s capacity 
for observing the obvious and finding ad- 
venture in the significance of little things, 
dramatized for all times in the figure of 
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Sherlock Holmes. Life is only worthwhile 
to you when you are able to supplement 
your more direct activities with a morale- 
building set of minor responsibilities to help 
you maintain a requisite sense of self- 
respect. You will save yourself much grief 
and waste of energy if you will go out of 
your way to take on these little extra-cur- 
ricular duties of a workaday world, and not 
wait for life to force you to give time to 
what would then be annoyance rather than 
adventure. 


Your Part of Release in the 4th House. 
It is impossible for you to sustain a healthy 
interest in life except as you are able to 
make your own private world a haven of 
refuge for people less fortunate than your- 
self, not in a literal sense but through the 
psychological universality by which you al- 
ways take any new idéa “home to dinner” 
at least once. Goethe, by general admission 
the last “universal genius,’ is an excel- 
lent example, because the whole of his life 
was devoted to providing end-stimulus for 
others, even to the ridiculous point of play- 
ing majordomo to the weaknesses of the 
Duke of Weimar. Life is only worthwhile 
to you when you are able to provide the 
substance for a wider or more interesting 
experience in the lives of others, simply by 
making them feel at home, or more seriously 
by strengthening their will to do significant 
things. You will save yourself much grief 
and waste of energy by realizing that no 
matter how great your own personal inter- 
ests may be, you must yet make your own 
ultimate goals vital to other people. 


Your Part of Release in the 5th House. 
It is impossible for you to sustain a healthy 
interest in life except as you are able to 
find means of relaxation which, subjectively 
or actually, are of a somewhat spectacular 
character. George Bernard Shaw is an 
excellent example because he early found 
means for capitalizing upon the vagaries of 
his own self-esteem, advancing his literary 
interests because he never failed to realize 
he was a public figure with a part to play 
on the stage of everyday affairs. Life is 
only worthwhile to you when you are able 


to live spontaneously in your moments of 
relaxation, never bringing your worries 
home in any ordinary sense, and always 
warming to whatever idea of social activity 
presents itself at the moment.

The Master’s Jupiter is seen in close 
conjunction with Saturn in Pisces in the 
Seventh House of the divine Nativity. How 
admirable the all-discerning wisdom of 
Deity in thus providing just the proper 
amount of stiffening to this divine character 
in view of the trials incidental to the 
mission He was to accomplish! This mis- 
sion being primarily one of beneficence and

The pure expression of Jupiter in Pisces 
is the uttermost outpouring of divine mercy 
without let or hindrance, a spiritual vibra- 
tion all-embracing, all-penetrating, the very 
quality of boundless (Pisces) love (Venus, 
exalted in Pisces) itself. And as such it is, 
alas, unattainable in its fullness by mere 
man, buffeted as he is by the winds and 
waves of precautionary selfishness bred by 
circumstance. But unless Jupiter (benefi- 
cence) be laboring under Saturnion or Mar- 
tian squares or oppositions he is bound to 
manifest many of the characteristics of 
divine charity, mercy, providence and for- 
giveness, sufficient at least to attest to the 
fact that these attributes of character and 
of disposition have not utterly disappeared 
from the face of the Earth. Perhaps the 
qualities of mercy, sympathy and kindness, 
of tenderness and of long-suffering may be 
said to be those traits whereby Man is 
enabled to approach the closest to that 
Divinity that creates, governs and condi- 
tions all things whatsoever that are in 
Heaven or on the Earth, or in the waters 
under the Earth. It was this ineffable ten- 
derness of the Piscean Jupiter that induced 
the Master of Nazareth to exclaim: “Suffer 
... little children, and forbid them not, to 
come unto Me: for of such is the kingdom 
of heaven” (Matt. XIX:14). And by so 
doing did-He not proclaim the power of 
simplicity and understanding, the two quali- 
ties of soul best portrayed by the Lord of 
Indulgence when posited in the Sign of the 
Redeemer, of the “Ruler that Cometh?” 

The_ beautiful qualities of spirit most 
adequately portrayed by this vibration are 
of the kind best known to those who are 
“sick or in prison,” the innate goodness of 
heart of many of the natives of this celestial 


theme prompting them to succor their more 
unfortunate brethren, to feed and to clothe 
them and to give them lodging, to heal the 
injuries, whether of heart or flesh, sustained 
by those who have been caught between the 
pestle and the mortar; in short, the heart- 
felt pity that induced the good Samaritan 
to anoint and bind the wounds of him who 
was. waylaid upon the road to Jericho; to 
comfort the widow and protect the orphan; 
to visit the sick and to sponsor those who 
seek egress from prison. The tireless sym- 
pathy of active beneficence, the simple pity 
that gushes from the well-springs of the 
heart unconditioned by the selfish reasons 
of the brain, all that is the fruit of the 
Piscean Jupiter, the simple piety and under- 
standing accumulated by dint of his labori- 
ous ascent, his long pilgrimage through the 
Mansions of the Sun. 


Sincere Religious Expression 


In Pisces, Jove’s religious expression is 
unconditioned by any conventional con- 
siderations, instead .of which it is whole- 
hearted, freely rendered and entirely sin- 
cere. Here it is the source of inspiration 
alone that matters, nor does it need a priest- 
hood nor a ritual to convey its meaning or 
express its message. In this last of the Signs 
of Heaven the divine- Hierarch impresses 
upon the soul the axiom that 

“He prayeth best, who loveth best, 
-All things both great and small.” 

In fact so glorious and full of light is the 
soul of the true native of celestial Jove in 
Pisces that one is tempted to complain of 
those immutable laws that decree he shall 
reside therein but one year out of twelve! 
A divine guerdon and surely a foretaste of 
that all-compassionate, all-understanding 
love and forgiveness without which we can- 
not hope for the chance to make an ade-

dealt the corporate body of divine Man. 
Upon the other hand, should Jupiter be 
seriously impeded by harsh aspects to his 
Piscean residence, his best qualities will be 
hidden beneath indolence and too great a 
love of ease, by a general lack of ambition 
joined to changeability of disposition, rest- 
lessness and indecision, by frittering one’s 
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energies away in a mere pursuit of pleasure 
the while one’s best inspirations take up 
their lodging in the fruitless realm of wish- 
ful thinking, than which there scarcely can 
be anything more ineffectual. For these 
people truly the “road to hell is paved with 
good intentions.” 
. Finally, Jupiter in the Sign of Divine 
Bondage at birth predisposes one toward 
traveling more by water than by land, 
ordinarily speaking, to hospital or labora- 
tory work, to an extraordinary love of 
music and dancing, to a particular fondness 
for animals, and to periods of quiet, of 
prayer and of meditation. Should Jupiter 
be favorably aspected to the Luminaries 
this feature alone will do much, very much, 
to offset many another defect in the Na- 
tivity, besides promising an inheritance, 
prosperity and well-being toward the close 
of life. In fact, should he only enjoy the 
good aspect of but one of the Luminaries 
not all of this would befall the native. 
When afflicted, Jupiter in Pisces warns of 
losses through speculation, besides those 
due to deception and malpractice. Perhaps 


the outstanding characteristic of an afflicted 
Jupiter in this asterism is laziness, Jupiter 
in this case stamping his native with the 
original dolce-far-niente trademark! 

The diseases of Jove in the Sign of the 
Fishes incline to be such as are connected 
with indulgence in alcoholic stimulants and 
their abuse. Alcoholism, accidents or in- 
fections of the feet, those relating to the 
mucous discharges and secretions of the ~ 
body, besides tumorous growths of various 
sorts, all illustrate the various afflictions 
possible to Jupiter in this asterism. 

When posited in the Sign of the Prophet 
Jonah at birth, the Lord of Mercy pro- 
claims the overshadowing providence of 
“that Divinity that shapes our ends,” the 
nearness of the Creator to whom the crea- 
ture is linked, the ineffable goodness of God 
and the basic brotherhood of Man. He warns 
his subjects of the “time that cometh when 
no man can work” while he counsels the 
laying up of treasure in that place “where 
rust cannot consume nor any thief break 
through and steal.” His keyword is Appre- 
ciation; his impulse, Sympathy.

Europe a Hot-Bed of Riot and Destruction—Mussolini-Hitler Partnership Proves Tragic— 
U. §. Air Victories—United Nations Stand Firm—Severe Fighting. in 
China; Her Allies Unusually Helpful 


a January, Mars in Sagittarius 
can dispel a great fog of muddled confu- 
sion, deception or even treachery in inter- 
national affairs—diplomatic, political and 
economic. The major transiting aspects 
of the month are exceptionally favorable 
to clear cut progress wherein an energetic 
and forceful approach to well defined ob- 
jectives is applied. As Uranus, Saturn and 
Jupiter are retrograde (with Jupiter af- 
flicted), and Mercury turns retrograde on 
the 15th, many revisions of policy, much 
political wire-pulling, and a general slow- 
down may be expected as uncertainties are 
untangled. Yet any such changes should 
be cumulatively progressive, and any clari- 
fication of war or peace aims, methods, 
strategy, alliances, or production and trans- 
port problems, will be extremely important 
to future victory. 

This is clearly a month when “fortune 
favors the brave,” but the tendency of 
Mars in Sagittarius to take great risks 
without due thought or care of details must 
be controlled; this applies to individuals 
as well as nations. In January this transit 
makes active aspects in a number of cycle 
charts, perhaps the most important being 
the Great Mutation, the Lesser Mutation 


of February 1941, the Saturn-Uranus con- 
junction of May, 1942 and the Mars- 
Neptune conjunction of September, 1942. 
In the first of the above charts Mars 
squares its own position and also Uranus; 
in the second it conjuncts its own place, 
squaring Mercury and Neptune; in the 
third it squares Venus and Neptune, and 
in the last it squares Sun, Mars and Nep- 
tune. Both Mutation charts have, pri- 
marily, political, economic, financial and 
industrial implications, and in January 
great changes may be instituted in various 
countries along those lines. With the strong 
Mars-Neptune accent in all the charts, how- 
ever, it is relatively certain that new war 
developments will be forced by perfidious 
diplomatic manipulations, schemes and 
enemy propaganda, 

In connection with labor conditions and 
the utilization of man power, Europe may 
be a hot-bed of riots, carnage and destruc- 
tion as Germany attempts to shackle all 
workers for use against the United Na- 
tions. On Sept. 14th (two days before the 
Mars-Neptune conjunction), Hitler gave 
Laval the order to conscript labor in 
France; later this order was extended. But 
whatever action is taken in the meantime, 
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the real results and terrible reaction to the 
Hitler-Laval efforts may not occur until 
Mars enters Sagittarius in December and 
crosses the degrees of the above mentioned 
conjunction charts in January. By that 
time all of Europe may be blazing with 
revolt and destruction against Nazi tyranny. 

In addition, shortage of food, clothing 
and heat can cause intense suffering and 
conflicts, particularly in Italy. In Musso- 
lini’s chart the transiting Uranus is over 
radix Pluto, while Saturn passes over its 
natal and progressed positions between 
January and April, all in the 7th house. 
As Mars moves to oppose each of his natal 
planets between November, 1942 and May, 
1943, Mussolini’s partnership with Hitler 
may prove very tragic within that period. 


The United States 


In the chart of the United States, Mars 
transits the 7th house in January, having 
just left the opposition to radix and prog- 
ressed Uranus, and moves to oppose radix 
Mars. Also it -will sextile radix Saturn, trine 
radix Moon, square radix Neptune and 
conjunct the progressed Sun. The most 
prominent indications from this chart are 
that the enemy will be extremely active 
against this country both in open combat 
and insidious ways. Industrial plants, oil 
centers and transportation facilities should 
be guarded to prevent sabotage by secret 
agents. Regulation policies for distribut- 
ing man power should be settled in advance 
of this month, otherwise not forced until 
later in the year. 

Key officials in the government should 
guard against attack. The armed forces 
of this nation may attain some outstanding 
victories this month, especially in air com- 
bat, as the three air signs are heavily 
tenanted. Drastic events may occur on the 
6th, 19th and 29th; on the latter date, 
Mars makes its only major aspect of the 
month, a square to Neptune. 


Great Britain 


In the English chart, transiting Mars 
moves from a square of radix Saturn to 
conjunct Uranus and square the Moon in 
January. This could be interpreted as a 
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warning against over-estimation of re- 
sources, supplies and fighting power. In 
King George’s chart, the progressed Moon 
is closely conjunct Jupiter, which indicates 
new honors and victories for him and the 
nation, particularly through diplomacy and 
adjustments with foreign nations. The 
Mars transit in Churchill’s chart shows that 
he may be unusually aggressive and suc- 
cessful in January. 


Germany 


Uranus, in the Nazi-Hitler chart of 
January 30, 1933, is conjunct Pluto in the 
Great Mutation chart, both being opposed 
to Uranus in Hitler’s birth chart. In 
Sept. 1942, Jupiter squared these degrees 
just at the time when Russia showed 
such surprising strength at Stalingrad, and 
various sources reported that the High 
Command had been purged. In January, 
Jupiter (now retrograde) returns to this 
degree, and in May, 1943, will pass over it 
for the third and last time in this cycle. 
Therefore between January and May very 
grave conditions may arise in.the Nazi 
Party and the war Lords may now begin 
to engineer a devastating coup to the Party. 
German industry, the people and armed 
services may suffer terrific blows this 
month, both from United Nations blasting 
and uprisings in adjacent countries, which 
can reach devastating proportions. Never- 
theless the Axis will turn on all the power 
and fury they can assemble for the annihi- 
lation of the Allies, their forces and re- 
sources, whether by subversive activity 
within those countries, by bombing or sea 
battles, or extending combat to new fronts. 
On the other hand it could well be that any 
extension of warfare could cause a breach 
between Germany and Japan or Italy. 


Russia 


Stalin may be more authoritative and 
drastic in his decisions and actions than 
usual; his enemies, at home or abroad, 
may feel the steel behind the name. The 
U.S.S.R. should be on the alert for threats 
from the south east. Stronger agreements 
or alliances with nearby countries that have 
been in process, perhaps secretly, may 
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develop slowly. Russian winters are not 
conducive to warfare, but it looks as if 
heavy fighting would be done by the armed 
forces, and against great odds. However, 
the United Nations appear to stand firm 
as a unit, and contributions of supplies 
should be received and stored this month. 


Far East 


The natural combativeness and duplicity 
of Japan (shown in that chart by Mars in 
Pisces square Moon in Gemini) are highly 
stimulated in January by the transiting 
Mars in the 8th house. Sea losses may be 
disastrous. They may now, to some extent 
at least, pay dearly for past treacheries. 
As Uranus becomes stationary in square 
the radix Mercury, government leaders or 
policies may be changed, and possibly con- 
flict with Germany may ensue. 

About the first of 1943, severe fighting 
may take place in China, but her Allies 
may be unusually helpful with supplies and 
reinforcements later in January. While the 
situation in that country is still serious this 
year, it is fundamentally strong and on a 
long upward swing to great expansion and 
success. 

In the South Pacific, north and east of 
Australia appear to be zones of most im- 
mediate conflict. The entire battle line 
may be confused and deceptive right up 
until the end of January, when the results 


could be clarified with satisfaction to the 


United Nations. Australia itself may be 
under nervous stress up to the 16th of 
the month. 


South and Central America 


Argentina may have a big chance to re- 
cast its political and diplomatic policies 
along lines far more satisfactory to the 
United Nations. Particular precautions 
should be taken to assure the safety of 
transport lines between Brazil and Africa. 
The South Atlantic between South America 
to South Africa is indicated as a sensitive 
point, and the navies of the United Nations 
are warned to be more than usually alert in 
this region. 

During the latter part of December and 
all of January, Chile may have turmoil in 


the Government and among the people. 
Very explosive events may take place as 
transiting Uranus conjuncts Moon and 
Jupiter in the Chilean chart and transiting 
Mars squares Pluto while Jupiter opposes 
Mercury. Relationships with neighboring 
or foreign countries may be strained, and 
if not broken now, are practically sure to 
be severed later in the spring. 

Colombia should weed out inimical forces 
that might attempt to use remote and un- 
inhabited regions. As transiting Mars moves 
to oppose Saturn in the chart of the Pan- 
ama Canal, there may be some change in 
the directive personnel of the Canal forces. 
The armed services of Mexico seem to be 
unusually active, as Mars squares Mercury, 
Pluto and Jupiter in that chart. Both the 
eastern and western waters touching Cen- 
tral American nations may be the scene 
of increased activity, and greater care 
should be exercised to guard against sabo- 
tage as well as submarine attacks on ship-

Frédéric Chopin

I, the Encyclopaedia Britannica, Four- 
teenth Edition, we find the following ac- 
count of the life of Chopin and Mme. Dude- 
vant, known by the literary pseudonym of 
George Sand: “She (George Sand) found 
the maestro (Chopin) dispirited by an 
eclipse of popularity and in the first stage of 
his fatal malady, and carried him off to win- 
ter with her in the south. . . . Chopin was 
first petted by her like a spoilt darling and

then nursed for years like a sick child.” And 
again (in Paris), “he became the favorite 
and musical hero of society. His connec- 
tion with Mme. Dudevant (George Sand) 
is an important feature of Chopin’s life. 
When in 1839 his health began to fail, 
George Sand went with him to Majorca, 
and it was mainly owing to her tender care 
that the composer recovered his health for 
a time. Chopin declared that the destruc- 
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tion of his relations with Mme. Dudevant 
in 1847 broke up his life.” 

In comparing the two charts—in super- 
imposing the planéts of one on the chart of 
the other to form the composite pattern or 
chart of union, which we discussed last 
month—we find that Chopin’s Moon fell 
on Uranus in Libra in George Sand’s chart. 
Libra is also the sign that held her Jupiter 
in a later degree, and his North Node, the 
Point of Integration and very constructive, 
fell between her Uranus and Jupiter. This 
stimulated a powerfully magnetic influence 
which could manifest in unusual and un- 
foreseen ways. Chopin would see and con- 
sequently bring out more strongly in 
George Sand her unusual and uncon- 
ventional ideas relative to marriage 
and woman’s rights and privileges, would 
find her a strong individualistic wo- 
man capable of standing on her own feet 
and of asserting her independence and 
ideals of freedom. He would find her kind, 
generous, motherly and understanding— 
amazingly so, in fact—and, as it is what we 
see in others that we stimulate, these traits 
would gain the ascendancy in her nature as 
a result of this association. In turn, the 
fact that his Venus and Mercury conjunc- 
tion, close to his Sun, fell on her Ascendant, 
would indicate that emotional attraction as 
well as mental and spiritual harmony and 
understanding would exist between them. 
Her Moon on his Jupiter in Aries, the sign 
which also held his natal Mars in an earlier 
degree, would bring out the best—the 
optimism and more kindly traits of his 
nature. These combined Jupiter and Venus 
contacts between the charts would stimulate 
the magnanimous, courageous, affectionate 
and loving traits in the nature of George 
Sand, and she would feel a protective urge 
toward Chopin, would desire to do things 
for him in a big way. With her Sun in 
Cancer, she no doubt considered herself a 
Cosmic Mother, and this influence would be 
directed principally to the one she loved, 
whom she would subconsciously desire to 
treat as a “spoiled child.” In her Elle et 
lui, she writes of herself as the Guardian 
Angel, which is entirely in keeping with 
her fifth house Cancer Sun and Jupiter in 
Libra. Her association with Chopin stimu- 


lated these traits; through him she found an 
adequate outlet for her generous Jupiterian 
instincts. 

As every astrological student is aware, 
Lunar-Jupiter contacts between charts are 
associated with “luck” or fortune’s favor. 
It is a well-known fact that Chopin bene- 
fited greatly in increased popularity and 
improved health, as well as in material and 
mental well-being as a result of his affilia- 
tion with George Sand. The horoscopes of 
this famous couple are herewith given, in 
order that the student, in an unbiased man- 
ner, may judge the planetary contacts be- 
tween them which proved so mutually bene- 
ficial and constructive, particularly so in 
the life of the great composer. The nature 
of their parting may be attributed to the 
Moon-Uranus contact between their charts, 
for Uranus is the planet of the unforeseen 
and unprecedented, of sudden events and 
explosive emotional reactions, which may 
be brought to a head over an apparently 
trivial matter.

ANSWER: The planetary contact in this 
chart—the man’s Moon on the lady’s Mars 
and North Node—was stimulated by the 
man’s progressed Moon around the time of 
their meeting. According to the house 
cusps you sent, this contact fell in the man’s 
tenth house and the woman’s second. It is 
possible that this couple met through busi- 
ness or professional mediums. The emo- 
tional nature of the man was intensified 
at the period of their meeting. 

There is another contact, although wide, , 
between their charts. This is the man’s 
Jupiter on the woman’s Saturn in Virgo.

V \ ITH the new 1943 “Victory Garden” 


planting time approaching, we should be 


sure to follow some set rules if we wish to 
plant a true “Moon Sign and Phase Planted 


Garden.” 


We have three varieties of seeds, hardy, 
half-hardy, and tender. 
plants that grow from the three types of 


seed. Hardy plant seeds 
germinate in rather 
cold soil, and are the 
early spring plants 
which can stand some 
frost. Half-hardy plant 
seeds germinate in a 
cool soil. These are the 
early summer plants 
which can stand only 
light frost. The tender 
plant seeds, which are 
beans, corn, melons, 
peppers, etc., cannot 
stand any frost, and 
the soil should be quite 
warm for them to 
germinate, 

Last but not least, 
never plant any seed in 
bone dry soil, as it will 
not germinate. 

To be a true “Moon 
Sign Planter” you must 
‘keep i in mind the three 


varieties of seed you wish to plant, the 
Soil’s temperature, and its moisture content 


at the time of planting.

SEPTEMBER: The entire month is dis- 


satisfactory, with nerves tense, work in 


home or business going badly and people 
hard to deal with. Worries and nervous 
tension mount and both personal and em- 
ployment situations are loaded with dyna- 
mite between the 9th and 11th and again 
near the 19th and 28th.

House Seven is the natural house of 
Libra, the balance, hence shows what main- 
tains poise and balance, or what disturbs 
the poise and balance. It is the house of 
the business partner, the marriage partner, 
and of all public or open enemies. 

It is the house of what one has least of in 
the self, hence of what needs completion in 
the native. It will indicate the lessons to 
be learned through close contact and alli- 
ance, and association with others. The de- 
velopment of consciousness through the 
affairs of this house is therefore extremely 
important, for only through this can we 
have the truly completed human individual. 

In estimating the conditions that will be 
manifested in marriage, the seventh House 
has to be considered not only in itself, be- 
cause it is the house of legal contracts, but 
also in conjunction with the Fifth and the 
Eighth, since the Fifth represents love 
affairs, and the latter sex. The Seventh 
House differs from these last two in that it 
. represents the house of law, and therefore 
when any legal marriage is performed, the 
Seventh House is called into being. In 
cases, also, when there is no marriage, 
but when matters are such that one person 
has a legal hold on the other, either 
through a promise to marry or through

birth of a child, then the Seventh House is 
called into play. 

In all cases of union, not only must these 
three houses be considered, but also the 
Sun, the Moon, Venus, and the planet rul- 
ing the Seventh House, or planets in the 
Seventh House. In the case of a man’s 
chart, the Moon represents the wife. In the 
case of a woman’s chart, the Sun represents 
the husband. 

Since it will be necessary to study the 
movement of these planets after birth in 
order to determine the partner, we shall 
leave this part of the subject until a further 
lesson, when you will study progression. In 
the charts we give you now, we simply give 
you the conditions governing marriage. N.B. 


Note that bad aspects from Saturn to © 


Venus, or to the ruler of the Seventh House, 
or to planets in the Seventh House, delay 
or prevent marriage. 

Bad aspects from Mars to Venus, or to 
the ruler of the Seventh House, or to planets 
in the Seventh House, cause quarrels before 
marriage, and sometimes break up the mar- 
riage. Uranus also has a profound influ- 
ence in making for divorce. 

Good aspects from Mars to Venus tend 
towards early marriage or romance. 

Saturn in the Seventh sometimes attracts 
an older person, or a widower, or a serious’ 
type of partner. Sometimes it attracts @ 
person of different social status or aimS. 
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How to Read House Seven 


. Note the sign on the cusp of’ House 
Seven. The essential meaning of this 
sign will give you the clue to the condi- 
tions that will arise through marriage or 
partnership. 

. Note the sign in which the planet that 
rules the Seventh cusp is placed, for this 
will modify the nature of the influence 
exerted by the sign on the Seventh cusp. 
Note the aspects of this planet. 

. Note the house in which the ruler of the 
Seventh House is placed, for this also 
will modify the influence of the Seventh 
cusp. 

. Note any other sign or signs that come 
into the Seventh House and the ruler or 
rulers as you have above. In cases of 
more than one marriage, these often give 
vital clues to the different types of part- 
ners. 

. Note any planets in the Seventh House. 
Study their meaning and also how they 
are modified in this Seventh House and 
the sign in which they are placed. 

. In the case of all charts it is important 
to study the position of Venus by sign 
and house. In men’s charts the position 
of the Moon by sign and house will often 
describe the wife, and in women’s charts 
the position of the Sun by sign and house 
has to be studied, for the Sun will often 
describe the husband. 

. The house or houses in which the Sign 
Libra is placed shows conditions in 
partnership. Note also any planets in 
the sign Libra and their aspects. 


John Ruskin* has Leo on the cusp of 
the Seventh House. He married a lady 
ten years younger than himself, and was 
divorced after six years. The Sun is well 
aspected, but since the Moon (the wife) is 
oppositign both Mars and Mercury, we 
should expect bitter words from Mercury 
and a separation through Mars, the ruler 
of the legal Ninth House. 

Louis Pasteur has Aries on the cusp of 
the Seventh House, making Mars the ruler

of marriage. His Mars is in Capricorn trine 
Jupiter, leading to a happy marriage. Since 
Jupiter is the ruler of his Fifth House, we 
judge he married the lady he loved. Note 
too that his Moon is trine his Ascendant 
and Venus is conjunct his Sun, other factors 
tending to great happiness in marriage. 

Queen Elizabeth of England has 
Gemini on the cusp of the Seventh House. 
Mercury, the ruler, is square the two malef- 
ics in the Seventh House. _Instinctively, 
she reasoned that marriage was unwise. 
Her numerous love affairs are denoted by 
Venus, ruler of the Fifth, being trine her 
Mars. 

Tennyson has Sagittarius on the cusp of 
the Seventh House. Its ruler, Jupiter, is 
in the house of friends, sextile Venus on his 
Ascendant, This would make for an expan- 
sion of his whole consciousness through his 


‘love being awakened. He said of his mar- 


riage: “The peace of God came into my 
heart when I married.” Note too that his 
Moon is sextile the Sun, which is often a 
sign of harmony in marriage. 

Flammarion has Taurus on the cusp of 
the Seventh House, and Venus was con- 
junct the Sun. The conjunction of Sun and 
Venus makes for great love and devotion. 

His second marriage was just as happy as 
his first. Gemini, ruled by Mercury, also 
is in the Seventh House. Mercury often 
attracts a younger partner. His second wife 
was very much younger than he was, and 
helped him with his writings. Notice that 
Mercury is sextile Jupiter, and Jupiter rules 
his Fourth House cusp, which is not merely 
the house of the home, but also of fame 
after death.

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Market Perspective 
January, 1943 


i. recorded trend of average prices 
on the New York Stock Market is now 
easily available for a period of more than 
60 years. When this record, as to the long 
swing, is analyzed by means of what are 
called harmonic cycles coordinated with 
planetary periodic times, it is found that 
three or possibly four components may be 
isolated for use in forecasting the move- 
ments of the future. However, it was dis- 
covered that these four components are not 
true harmonics. That is, the time cycles 
vary. There is a profound variation in the 
amplitude of oscillation, and the gradient 
is exceedingly variable between maxima 
and minima in the projected curve. This 
complication would be absolutely baffling 
if we were not guided by the planetary 
positions, used as coordinating factors, and 
even then some art, or, if you choose to 
call it such, some empiricism, seems neces- 
sary in order to express a usable stock

market forecast, or conjecture, suitable for 
popular reading. 


Several very strange circumstances 
emerge from the harmonic analysis, one of 
the most amazing being that war-time does 
not seem to make anywhere nearly the 
difference that might ordinarily be ex- 
pected. It causes a kind of dampening, or 
masking of the trend, rather than any par- 
ticular variation in the cycles. 


On account of this peculiarity of war 
influence, which at maximum action would 
probably cause the market to vanish, or 
bring on practical suspension of trading 
activities as we now know them, there is 
some question as to the reliability of the 
1943 long swing stock market forecast. The 
diagramed trend is fitfully downward for 
the first nine months of the year and in 
mid-summer indicates panicky conditions 
for about four months, with an almost in- 
appreciable recovery in the last three 
months, 


JANUARY WEEKLY TREND 


The short swing movement for January, 
1943, begins with somewhat lower prices 
on Monday, January 4th, but soon a strong 
rally runs to the middle of the week, and 
then rapidly drops off to Saturday, Jan- 
wary 9th. 

About January 11th a rally comes on 
for a day or two, and then the market 
breaks into a series of sudden fluctuations, 


ia some gains on Saturday, January 
16th. 

On Monday, January 18th, prices begin 
to stiffen up, but later in the week decline 
considerably, with some rallying on Satur- 
day, January 23rd. 

Beginning Monday, January 25th, a 
fairly buoyant market is expected, though 
some declines are probable about January 
29th and 30th.

Long Range Timing 


Margaret Morrell

I N this period when so many older people 
are entering new fields and when the normal 
rhythm of development in the lives of so 
many young men and women is being inter- 
rupted, the technique of “timing” has par- 
ticular significance, not only in the super- 
ficial phase indicated by transiting Mars,* 
but also in the larger timing cycles of 
Saturn. 

The rhythmic development in any plan- 
etary cycle follows a fixed pattern which 
can be compared to the lunar phases with 
which most students are familiar: con- 
junction (New Moon); the first square 
formed to the conjunction point (First 
Quarter) ; opposition (Full Moon) ; second 
square to the conjunction point (Last 
Quarter). 

The main problem for the student is to 
see the over-lapping cycles within cycles 
and to keep the various threads untangled. 
In the case of each planet, there are three 
cycles to consider: one, the planet’s move- 
ment in relation to its natal position, i.e., 
the time when the transiting planet reaches 
the squares and opposition to its natal 
place; two, the planet’s movement in rela- 
tion to the natal Sun, i.e., the time when the 
transiting planet conjuncts, squares and 
opposes the radical Sun; three, the planets 
movement in relation to the Ascendant, 
ie., taking the transiting planet’s passage 
over the ascendant as the starting point 
or “New Moon” of a circumstantial patfern. 
Where. the ascendant is known with any 
degree of accuracy, the latter cycle will

probably show the most decisive results, 
and where the birth hour is in doubt, the 
latter cycle provides one of the most ef- 
fective means of rectification. 

For most practical purposes, the Uranus 
cycles can be used as the broad background 
against which the other planetary cycles 
can be traced. Within the framework of the 
84-year Uranus cycles are the 29-year cycles 
of Saturn, which are of utmost importance 
in timing the long-range developments in 
the life. The Mars cycles, which time the 
action of the surface activity of the life, 
must be interpreted within the Saturn cycle. 
The interlocking of the cycles of these 
three planets should be immediately ap- 
parent; one “phase” of a Uranus cycle 
(21 years) is equal to three “phases” of a 
Saturn cycle (approximately 7 years to a 
Saturn “‘phase”’), with approximately five 
complete Mars cycles (1)4 years) occur- 
ring within one Saturn “phase.” It should 
also be seen at once that where Saturn or 
Uranus are conjunct, square or opposition 
the natal Sun, the phases of two planetary 
cycles are coincident, and where one or 
both are angular, the phases of the three 
cycles of the given planet occur simul- 
taneously, increasing the power and sharp- 
ening the effect in the life. 

The credit for the pioneer work in the 
field of modern interpretations of transiting 
cycles belongs to Grant Lewi, whose most 
recent book, “Astrology for the Millions,” 
covers the subject in detail, with particular 
emphasis on the Saturn cycle in relation 
to the radical Sun, although as indicated 
previously, where the ascendant is known, 
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Saturn’s contacts with the angles usually 
prove more significant. However, the theory 
remains the same, whether the cyclic de- 
velopment is interpreted in relation to the 
‘Sun or to the Ascendant. The theory in 
brief, as developed by Mr. Lewi, is that 
Saturn’s movement from the Ascendant to 
the 4th house covers a period of relative 
“obscurity,” the passage from the 4th to 
the 7th, a period of new starts and ex- 
pansion, from the 7th to 10th, further 
expansion in an extended field of experience, 
reaching a peak as Saturn comes to the 
midheaven, with the transit from the 10th 
to the first covering a time of consolidation 
or “waning.” 

This same type of development occurs 
in the Mars cycle in the more immediate 
activity of the life, except that the period 
of Mar’s. movement from the Ist to the 
4th house is identified as one of new starts 
and preparing plans and action. We per- 
sonally prefer to look upon Saturn’s move- 
‘ment through this quarter of the houses in 
the same light, namely, as a period of 
preparation rather than obscurity. 

It is apparently true that it is not easy 
to gain public recognition during the time 
that Saturn is moving from the Ist to the 
4th house, particularly where the business 
or work depends on the good will or co- 
operation of other people rather than one’s 
self. This trend is of special importance in 
vocational guidance and a great many false 
starts and the consequent discouragement 
could be avoided by giving the point con- 
sideration. For instance, where Saturn is 
in the 4th house of the natal chart, transit- 
ing Saturn reaches the Ascendant near the 
time the native is making his first pro- 
fessional start in life (around the age of 
21), and all too often his progress is slow, 
hampered by one disappointment after 
the other. If his studies are continued 
through the period, the chances for a 
smoother path are much greater, or if 
the adviser recognizes the type of develop- 
ment to be expected, the situation can be 
explained to the native in such a way as 
to make the slowness of the pace acceptable 
and the period put to its proper use of 
developing greater personal skills. If Saturn 
is near the Ascendant natally, the native 


often goes up too fast for his own good; 
these children are usually precocious, finish 
school early and get off to a flying start in 
profession. Then the tendency is toward 
overextension during the period when Sat- 
urn moves from the 10th to the Ist, and 
consequent downfall during the next period, 
which in this case can become literally 
a period of obscurity when viewed in rela- 
tion to the previous success. Something 
of the same thing happens where Saturn 
occupies the 10th house in the natal chart; 
here the native goes up rapidly from 21 
to 29 (transiting Saturn from the 7th to 
10th) and sometimes is entirely too sure of 
himself to withstand Saturn’s passage 
through the 10th and over natal Saturn. 
It should be noted that these are extreme 
cases and in each illustration, the phases 
of two of the Saturn cycles occur simul- 
taneously. 

The house Saturn is now transiting 
should also be the main deciding factor in 
determining whether a shift to war work 
is worthwhile from the personal standpoint. 
In general, if Saturn is transiting the natal 
3rd or 4th house, the change to work of 
another type may permit the native to enter 
a new field which can provide permanent 
opportunity. To a lesser extent the same 
applies to cases where Saturn is transiting 
the Sth and 6th houses. Greater fore- 
thought must be applied if Saturn is now 
in the 3rd “phase” (between the 7th and 
10th houses), and with Saturn in the 12th 
or Ist, the advance must be fairly rapid 
if the native is to get set solidly enough to 
maintain his position. Of course, these are 
generalities; the whole chart should always 
be examined in making any timing decision, 
whether short or long range, and the 
native’s age and already established position 
in non-essential industry also given due 
weight. 

After the long-range indications of the 
Saturn cycles have been analyzed, the 
actual moves should be timed by the 
Mars cycles, as outlined in the Vocational 
Department in the October 1942 issue. 
With respect to timing “new starts” by 
Mars, it is necessary to distinguish between 
changes which are natural results of starts 
made at the beginning of a Mars cycle and

those which are radical departures from 
a line of action already undertaken. For 
example, a larger opportunity or a pro- 
motion may come as Mars reaches the 
“Full Moon” period in its cycle (the transit 
of the 7th house, or the opposition to its 
radical place or that of the Sun); while 
this is not a time to make a completely 
new start, developments of this kind must 
be considered as extensions of efforts pre- 
viously expended, and in particular should 
be weighed against the time that previous 
starts were made. Furthermore, we would 
suggest that students obtain an employ- 
ment case history of the native before offer- 
ing advice on the best time to make a new 
start; compare the transits at the time of 
previous starts with the results obtained. 
The danger of laying down general rules 
such as those for timing is that the student 
will apply them literally without realizing 
that each chart offers a specific problem 
and deals with an individual who not only 
reflects the fundamental characteristics in- 
dicated by his chart but also those traits 
which are the result of his environmental 
conditioning and parental training.

The example chart accompanying this 
article gives an especially clear-cut picture 
of the Saturn cycle development in its 
“destructive” phase, and the therapy by 
which the “obscure” period can be trans- 
formed into a constructive period of prep- 
aration. The case is drastic, for the three 
cycles of Saturn cointide since Saturn func- 
tions through the Sun sign in the Ist house. 
The native went literally from the school 
room into “big money” in a family busi- 
ness. By the time Saturn reached the 10th 
house sign (at 21 years), the native was 
wealthy in his own right, owned apartment 
houses, stocks and real estate valued in 
six figures. The market crash of ’29 (Saturn 
in Saggitarius) hit him hard and the general 
reduction in real estate values during the 
ensuing seven years gradually reduced his 
income and holdings, although he continued 
to be fairly successful in business and to 
live lavishly. As Saturn moved into Pisces 
in 1935-36, bank failures and the loss of a 
thriving restaurant business left the native 
with almost nothing. 

From ’36 to ’41, he gave a fine example 
of “what not to do” in the first phase of 
Saturn cycles; he opened one business after 
the other on a shoestring, managing each 
time to hang on for a few months before 
the axe fell. He persisted in these attempts 
until there simply weren’t any more shoe- 
strings to be had (note the natal Mars 
square Saturn). Finally, as Saturn moved 
into Taurus in May 1940, he took a sales 
position in a furniture business. He strug- 
gled for a foothold, greatly discouraged 
with the slowness of his progress, until the 
fall of the year, when Mars rose above 
the horizon and business improved. 
Throughout 1941 and early 1942, busi- 
ness increased steadily. As Saturn moved 
into Gemini in May 1942 (the first square 
in the cycle) the reward for the “pre- 
paratory” effort became even more ap- 
parent when the native had (and accepted) 
an opportunity to enter a new firm in the 
same line of business as part owner. 

It can be noted that the first opportunity 
came with Mars in Gemini (the 4th house), 
and the second opportunity was developing

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Editor’s note—The hour of moonrise is given for each day during the month. It 
will be noted that one day each month this hour is not given. This is due to the fact 
that the time of moonrise advances approximately one hour per day and therefore 
during each month there will be a period during which this lunar day carries through 
from late P.M. of one day to early A.M. of the second succeeding day including therein 
one full day of twenty-four hours on which the moon will not rise. 

This moonrise time is given because experience has shown that it usually marks a 
crisis or turning point. For instance, radical changes in weather conditions are more 
likely to occur at the time of moonrise, and the same will apply to other general 
conditions. 

There is a relatively slight variation in the local time of moonrise for various 
points on the surface of the earth, For all practical purpose the time given herewith 
may be accepted for any locality.

He would say that in the course of his 
practice, certain symptoms or signs mani- 
festing in the patient had resulted in death 
in all the other people who had these symp- 
toms or signs, therefore he is naturally led 
to infer that these signs in the particular 
patient under observation will result in 
death.

J ANUARY is featured by many 
major aspects. Adversely, there are six 
oppositions, two to Jupiter and four to 
Pluto, and Mars has one major aspect, a 
square to Neptune. Pluto’s influence ,is 
activated as Venus and Sun oppose it on 
the 13th and 26th, and Mercury opposes it 
twice, once in direct and once in retrograde 
motion.

Last Quarter

during Mars transit of Gemini in April 
1942. Both opportunities occurred in a 
period in the Mars-Ascendant cycle which 
often is accompanied by new starts, al- 
though both came at a period in the Mars- 
to-natal-Mars cycle (opposition) which is 
not considered favorable for new starts. 
This is a difficult case for Mars’ passage 
over Sun and Ascendant is complicated by 
the simultaneous transit over Saturn. The 
ideal time for this native to initiate new 
action would be during Mars’ transit of 
Taurus (with special advice on the square 
to the Moon).

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New Moon 
Effective January 6th to 21st 


The New Moon occurs in 15° 20’ Capri- 
corn at 7:27 a.m., E.S.T. on January 6th, 
within a five-degree orb of an opposition to 
Jupiter in Cancer. 


Full Moon 
Effective January 21st to February 4th 


The Full Moon of January occurs in 0° 
32' Leo at 5:48 a.m. E.S:T. on the 21st: 
This Full Moon is within orb of strong 
major aspects to the three great outer 
planets and Saturn, i.e., conjunct Pluto, 
sextile Uranus, sextile Neptune, sextile 
Saturn, indicating a period in which the 
developments will have significance to long- 
range world trends. 


Solar Aspects 


The pattern of solar aspects is divided 
rather sharply into two parts, a period of 
relative inactivity from January Ist to 21st, 
followed by an 11-day period in which the 
Sun forms five major aspects, The Sun 
parallels Mars on the 5th and Jupiter on 
the 9th. The only major solar aspect of 
the first three weeks of January, an op- 
position to Jupiter, occurs on the 11th, A 
parallel to Uranus is formed on the 20th. 
On the 21st the Sun trines Uranus, on the 
22nd it trines Neptune. On the 23rd a 
parallel to Saturn occurs and at 2:14 p.m., 
E.S.T. on the 24th the Sun forms an in- 
ferior conjunction with Mercury in 3° 
Aquarius 56’. The Sun trines Saturn and 
opposes Pluto on the 26th, then parallels 
Mercury on the 31st. 


Mercury 


Mercury, in 26° 56’ Capricorn on Jan- 
uary Ist, enters Aquarius on the 3rd, turns 
retrograde in 10° 48’ Aquarius at 2:00 
p.m. on the 15th, reenters Capricorn on the 
27th and reaches 26° 14’ of that sign on 
the 31st. Because of its retrograde motion, 
Mercury repeats later in the month several 
of the aspects formed” during early Jan- 
uary. Mercury parallels Mars on the Ist 
and Jupiter on the 2nd. A trine to Uranus 
is formed on Jan. 3rd, a trine to Neptune 


on the 4th and a parallel to Uranus on the 
6th. On the 8th Mercury trines Saturn, 
parallels Saturn and opposes Pluto, Mer- 
cury, retrograde, conjuncts Venus at 5:57 
p.m. on the 16th in 10° 43’ Aquarius, then 
begins to repeat the aspects formed between 
the 3rd and 9th, opposing Pluto on the 
22nd, trining Saturn on the 23rd, parallel- 
ing Venus on the 24th, trining Neptune on 
the 26th and Uranus on the 27th.

Venus moves from 20° 57’ Capricorn to 
29° 47’ Aquarius during January, entering 
the latter sign on the 8th. Venus opposes 
Jupiter on the 1st, parallels Mars on the 
3rd and Jupiter on the 5th. It trines Uranus © 
on the 8th and Neptune on the 9th. Venus 
parallels Uranus on the 12th, trines Saturn 
and opposes Pluto on the 13th, then paral- 
lels Saturn on the 14th. 


Mars 


Mars, in 11° 38’ Sagittarius on January 
Ist, enters Capricorn on the 26th and 
reaches 3° 56’ of that sign on the 3lst. 
Mars forms only two aspects during the 
month, a parallel to Pluto on the 20th and 
a square to Neptune on the 29th. 


Jupiter and Saturn 


Jupiter, retrograde in 21° 32’ Cancer on 
January Ist, moves to 17° 32’ Cancer on 
the 31st, forming no aspects in transit.

Harmonious Days 


These are days which are commonly classified 
as lucky.

Routine Days
